AFRICAN REACTIONS TO CHAD-LIBYA MERGER NOTED 
London WEST AFRICA in English 12 Jan 81 p 52 


[Text] It seem unlikely that Colonel Gaddafi will be too worried by the recent 
expulsion from Lagos of the self-appointed People's Bureau. It is a sign of 
Nigeria's dissatisfaction and clarifies somewhat the ambiguous line adopted by 
Lagos (and by President Stevens, the OAU chairman, during the Lagos summit) in 
refusing to condemn foreign intervention in the Chadian war. 


All this emphasises how carefully calculated the Libya campaign has been--so well 
calculated that Col. Gaddafi is now in the process of rapidly consolidating his 
first major diplomatic success in Africa with the union of Chad and Libya. He 
has skirted on the edges of legality and has conducted an acute diplomatic 
campaign; this has included the signing of treaties with Chad which were 
deposited at the United Nations and the despatch of a series of diplomatic 
missions to France, Nigeria, Cameroon, Algeria to coincide with the final push 
to N'Djamena in mid-December. 


The announcement ten days ago, during an official visit by President Goukhouni 
Weddeye to Tripoli, that Libya and Chad were now working towards the complete 
unity of both countries is part of this process. The common frontier, we are 
told, will be open to citizens of both countries and under a defence treaty Libya 
will send troops to Chad to maintain security and rebuild the Chadian aray. 


Legally, this opens the path for Libya to occupy and colonise Chad if it so wishes. 
The possibility is not hypothetical. Libya already occupies the Aouzou Strip in 
the north and has been encroach.ng southwards anyway. The presence of Libyan troops 
is an emphatic reminder of the political and military reality of Goukhouni's final 
victory and the price he has to pay; accommodation, often very uncomfortably, with 
Libya. 


There are many in the region who foresee Libya's southward and seemingly irresisti- 
ble penetration into black Africa. Disapproval has been registered by France, 
although this has been confused by the news of major oil exploiting concessions to 
Elf Aquitaine and also Sudan. Niger is fearful--but ultimately France will rush 
to its defence. Central Africa's security is already assured by the presence of 
French .roops and undoubtedly President Ahidjo, worried about unrest in his 
northern Muslim constituencies, will resist vigorously. Nigeria will not tolerate 
direct meddling. It is now reported that Lagos has ordered troops to the north- 
eastern frontier.

MOZAMBIQUE-TANZANIA MILITARY COOPERATION-~- (AIM)--President Julius Nyerere, commander 
in chief of the Tanzanian Defense Forces, said last weekend that the presence of Tan- 
zanian soldiers in Mozambique gave them the opportunity to learn from an army forged 
in the struggle for national liberation. Speaking at a military parade held at the 
National Stadium in Dar es Salaam as a salute to Tanzanian military who cooperated 

in Mozambique in defense of ite territory against Rhodesian aggression and in support 
of the struggle to liberate Zin ‘we, Nyerere thanked the Mozambican people for the 
opportunity given his army. Nyerere said, “Tanzanian soldiers did not go to Mozam- 
bique to help that country's people. They were in Mozambique under a mutual assist- 
ance agreement signed between the two countries. Our countries are young. We still 
lave problems with the defense of national integrity. So it is natural that our coun- 
tries ought to help each other.” Discussing cooperation between the armies of the 
two countries, the commander in chief of the Tanzanian Army said that Tanzanian par- 
ticipation in Mozambique was a training exercise “in the art of combat in defense of 
our country.” He said, “We thank Mozambique for the opportunity it has given us." 
The Tanzanian chief of state stated that the mission of his country's defense forces 
following independence has been to support the transformation of Mozambique's guer- 
rilla army into a regular army capable of defending the country's territorial integ- 
rity. The Tanzanian chief of state said that the cooperation existing between the 
two armies is part of the mutual understanding that exists between the two countries, 
which act in a coordinated manner. Present at the ceremony were Lt Gen Sebastiao 
Mabote, chief of staff of the FPLM [Popular Forces for the Liberation of Mozambique], 
and Maj Gen Joaquim Munhepe, commander of ground forces.

AFRICAN MEDIA DEVELOPMENT~--Tunis, 5 Feb (TAP)--Tunisia's premier Mr Mohamed 
Mzali called, once more, for the African countries’ solidarity and cohesion 

in view of the numerous challenges impeding their development. Speaking on 
Wednesday before the representatives of the national radio and TV of 40 African 
countries meeting in Tunis on the occasion of the 2lst ordinary session of the 
General Assembly of their union (URTNA), Mr Mzali stressed the great responsi- 
bility devolving upon the media in the strengthening of this solidarity. In- 
formation, he said, is a two-edged sword for [good] and for evil in our time: 
For good because it teaches and makes the masses aware of their duties and 
rights and thus contributes to strengthen the ties of friendship among nations. 
But it can also be evil when illwilled elements specialized in propaganda and 
false news monopolize it and make it a destructive tool to divide the nations 
and set brothers against one another.” Deploring the fact that Afr. ons kaow 
all about what happens in Europe or in America and ignore what takes piace in 
neighboring countries, Mr Mzali urged the African radio and TV to broadcast 
special programmes on the African countries relating to history, culture, 
sociology and youth in particular. "The technical quality of programmes imposed 
by the developed countries, he said, should not arouse a feeling of frustration 
and inferiority in us. On the contrary, we mist take an interest in the means 
likely to liberate us from this dependence, from plagariem and blind imitation 
in order to conceive programmes which meet the needs of our young people and 

to of f set the constant bombardment of news which we are likely to get in the 
coming years through the satellites." With joint efforts and complementarity, 
added Mr Mzali, we can be in tune with the others and thus deal with them on 
an equal footing whilst safeguarding the specificity of our national cultures 
and civilizations.

PRESIDENT ASSESSES NATIONAL ACHIEVEMENTS, CHALLENGES

[Address by President Jose Eduardo dos Santos at 10 December 1980 anniversary 
parade | 


[Excerpts] "Comrade members of the Political Bureau, the Central Committee and the 
government; honored members of the diplomatic corps; beloved leaders and officials 
of the party youth and mass organizations; commissioned and non-commissioned 
officers, scidiers and sailors in the defense and security forces; comrades and 
compatriois: 


The historic date of 10 December has a special significance today for our party and 
our people. It is being celebrated following the establishment of the Assembly of 
the People, and just a few days prior to the holding of the First Extraordinary 
Party Congress, the two main tasks set forth at the beginning of the year for the 
members of the party, which are now almost realized. 


We have achieved these two victories on the political and ideological level. As to 
the economic and social sectors, if we compare our economic and financial situation 
in 1977 with the present situation, we will see that we have also made some 
advances in many sectors. However, we still have many serious problems with 
shortages of consumer goods, because the rates of economic growth in many sectors 
are still low. In other words, the consumption needs are increasing daily, 

because the population is growing and eating habits are improving, but the rate of 
growth in national production in many ranches cannot for the time being keep up 
with the increase in consumption. We are forced to have recourse to imports of 
consumer goods on the international market, where the prices of products have gone 
up dizzyingly. With the same quantity of money, one can buy on the international 
market barely a fifth of the goods one could in 1977. This inflationary situation 
is tending to become more acute throughout the world, anc it is necessary for the 
members of our party and all of our people to become aware of it so that we can 
take steps to defend our economy against its negative effects. 


On a number of occasions, the party leadership has stressed the need for us to 
work more in the rural sector in order to stimulate an increase in crop and 
livestock production, to guarantee the raw materials needed for our food and iight 
industries, and to achieve self-sufficiency in food in the medium time range. The 
importance of introducing irrigation svstems has also been stressed, so that our 











farm projects and plans will not depend on the whims of nature, as has the need 
for us to purchase fishing vessels to provide our fishing fleets with the catch 
capacity enabling us to minimize the great shortage of fish on the market. 


Now that we have reached the period for assessment, we must all devote profound 
attention in order to know if all of the sectors of the national economy have 
contributed in fact with valid work and with the maximum effort to the material 
realization of these guidelines. We must focus serious attention in order to see 
as well if the party militants and candidates placed or assigned to the state 
apparatus sectors have been dynamic and honest and have played the vanguard role 
which the status of party members requires. For to be a member of the party does 
not mean simply having a membership card in order to obtain privileges or rise to 
leadership posts, it means above all being a dedicated and honest worker who 
carries out the program and the statutes of the party in practice and in consistent 
fashion in daily life. 


Today is the 10th of December, the date of the founding of our glorious party, and 
I feel I should say that I have the impression that some individuals have still 

not clearly understood the nature of our party. They are in the party, but they 
are not yet with the party. Instead of serving the people, the party and the revo- 
lution, they make use of them to improve their lives and social positions. 


All of this shows that the work of the party in the base organizations and within 
the working masses needs to be made more dynamic in order to raise the level of 

the political and ideological awareness of the members of the party and the people 
constantly, to encourage the creative initiative of the masses and to direct them 
toward the resolution of the economic and social problems of the country. The 
party departments and the provincial, municipal and communal committees must not let 
themselves lapse into bureaucracy. They must not reduce their activities to office 
work. For if they act in this way, they will move ever farther away from the 
people's masses and they will have an ever-deteriorating understanding of the 
problems and desires of the working classes. I do not mean that bureaucracy is not 
necessary. Bureaucracy is necessary too, but it should merely supplement our work 
of political education and incorporation of the people in the mass organizations, 
as well as our work of educating the militants and the workers in the party ideo- 
logically for the strengthening of the base-organization structures and to ensure 
their ideological purity. 


To summarize, I mean that it is necessary to combine the bureaucratic work of the 
party with the militant activity of each individual in the cell, at the labor site, 
in the neighborhood and in all activities of a mass nature. 


The most conscientious members of our party will be the natural mobilizers of the 
others and of the working classes if they maintain exemplary behavior in their 
places of work and in society. On the other hand, the party members who do not 
carry out their duties and obligations will serve as factors demobilizing the others 
and the working classes, if they are not sanctioned in accordance with the 
disciplinary norms of the party. For this reason there is a need to insist on the 
fulfillment of the tasks assigned to the party members and organizations in the 

time periods established. All of the comrades who are in the party freely endorsed 
and accepted its program and bylaws in conscious fashion. Therefore, they must be 





subject to disciplinary sanctions when they commic violations of these bylaws or 
regulations. We must strengthen discipline, combating liberalism rigorously, 
encouraging constructive cricicism and self-criticism on all levels, establishing 
control of the daily, weekly, monthly and yearly activities of each individual. 
In this way, we will contribute to strengthening the unity and internal cohesion 
of the party, preventing deviations from che guidelines and the emergence of 
favoritism, sectarianism, group, tribal, regional or racist attitudes and mani- 
festations of a petit bourgeois nature which might diminish the vitality of the 
party. 


It is essential that control of the work of everyone be exercised in fact in order 
that each individual can render an accounting of the activities pursued at any time. 


It is necessary to detect those who are ne,ligent and liberal, those infiltrating 
the party structures thanks to opportunism, without identification with its 
programs. All such individuals, if they cannot be rehabil‘tated, should be purged 
from the party ranks to guarantee our ideological purity, unity of thinking and 
unity of action. 


We are a Marxist-Leninist party with a clear program and with rules for functioning 
established in bylaws and regulations. 


Our theoretical and practical activities as party members cannot be carried out 
outside the framework defined by those basic documents, because they constitut, 

the foundations of party unity and internal cohesion. The vices inherited fron 

the MPLA-Liberation Movement, such as sectarianism, the group concept and the 
practice of discussing organizational problems outside its structures, must be 
combated by the base organizations of the party, because they are contrary to our 
bylaws. The party must think and act as a single body, in order to consolidate 
national unity, and to direct and control the state administrative bodies properly. 


Some sectors of our governmental activity have not been suitably controlled by the 
party, and one of these is the crade sector. We find that there are an increasing 
number of citizens dealing on the black market and engasing in speculation in the 
cities. These speculators sell industrial goods of domestic or imported origin, 
which leads us to believe that they have their sponsors in our industrial or 

trade enterprises. They establish very high sales prices, evade control by the 
authorities and become in fact new exploiters of the Angolan workers. The spec- 
ulators have already accumulated funds which they use to corrupt some of the 
officials of enterprises in order to purchase new merchandise and maintain this 
vicious circle. Speculation and the other evils which plague our society currently 
require that a vigorous action be undertaken by the party so as to combat them and 
eliminate them as soon as possible. 


Dear comrades and tellow countrymen: 


The world is divided into nations, and each nation depends on the natural resources 
it has and its political and military capacity to defend its dignity, sovereignty, 
independence and territorial integrity. Angola is a country which occupies a 
Strategic geographic position in southern Africa and possesses vast natural 
resources. For this reason, it has always been coveted by the imperialist powers 




















and it has had to wage to bloody wars for its liberation from the colonial yoke 
and efforts at neocolonization. 


Although the colonials and the iryerialists were defeated in 1975 and 1976, the 
truth is that they have not completely abandoned their dark designs.

Another reason lies in the fact that the People's Republic of Angola 
pursues a consistent policy of principle with regard to the liberation struggles 
of the oppressed and exploited peoples, to whom it has granted its solidarity and 
aid unconditionally. 


The armed aggression of the imperialists against Angola serves the double purpose 

of intimidating our people so that chey will cease their aid to the liberation 
movements and preventing the rapid and harmonious development of our economy. It is 
the view of the imperialists, and in particular the racist regime in South Africa, 
that through this policy of military, economic and social destabilization, caused 

by an undeclared war, they can prevent the resolution of the most pressing 

problems of our people and cause the failure of our revolution. 


But our revolution has been able to defend itself thus far, and with ever, ;2ss'ng 
day its power structures are being consolidated in all the sectors of nativual 
activity. 


One of the sectors assigned priority by the party, and one which has developed very 
rapidly, is the armed forces.

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OFFICIALS CATEGORICALLY DENY FOODSTUFFS SHORTAGE RUMORS

[Article by Manuel Augusto: “There Is Enough Food for the People; There Is Not 
Nor Will There Be «a Hunger Crisis") 


[Text] At the request of the National Preparatory Commission of the First 
Extraordinary Congress of the MPLA-Labor Party, Home Trade Minister Beto Van 
Dunem and Industry Minister Bento Ribeiro held a short press conference yesterday 
during which they publicly denounced the current wave of rumors about the supply 
of foodstuffs to the people. 


“As our party's first extraordinary congress is approaching, internal reaction 
is running rampant and is beginning to brandish one of ite habitual weapons: 
rumor. The specter of hunger, shortages of one thing or another, are beginning 
to be used merely as a justification for the holding of the first extraordinary 
congress of the party,” the head of the Ministry of Home Trade asserted and 
went on to say: 


“Internal reaction is claiming that we shall have a hunger crisis at the time 
of our congress, that we shall see shortages of one product or another and that 
nothing will be available at that time, since everything will be set aside for 
the congress. This entire series of rumore has only one objective: to create 
an atmosphere of tension and instability among our people, promoting hoarding 
and a subsequent imbalance in distribution channels." 


In view of this situation and in accordance with the principles which guide 
the party, the Ministry of Home Trade has again “come before the people to 
unmask this divisive maneuver by internal reaction which is echoed only by 
rumormongers. There will be no hunger crisis as the counterrevolutionaries are 
trying to make us believe." 


Moreover, expressing the viewpoint of the ministry which is in fact handling 

the current situation, Beto Van Dunem, first pointing out that MINCI [Ministry 

of Home Trade] has been struggling with various problems connected with supplying 
the people, asserted that this governmental organization's dependence “on 

national production and imports, together with a few organizational shortcomings 
which have made it difficult to implement a more adequate distribution channel, 

a more efficient trade network, are some of the more salient factors which have 
somevhat contributed to delay normalization in providing the people with supplies." 











After expressing the opinion that these developments have been used to advantage 
by the enemy made desparate by the strengthening of the revolution, Beto Van 
Dunem concluded by assuring that “the Ministry of Home Trade will continue its 
current efforts to guarantee the poeple an adequate supply of essential goods 
and ever-increasing improvement in the distribution channels." 


Periodic “Disappearance” of Certain Products 


"Properly speaking, there was no shortage of that product on the market but, 
rather, an interruption caused by a delayed ship arriva’; it is not always possible 
for the carrier to get the merchandise to its destinac.on on time," the home 

trade minister said in anewering a journalist's question about the "disappearance" 
at times of such products a8 sugar and rice. 


In fact, after the denunciation of the wave of rumors, there was a period of 
questions and answers during which the two government officials gave a few 
clarifications on current anomalies in the supply sector. 


In further touching on the absence of certain products on the consumer market, 
Beto Van Dunem said he could "add nothing on the shortage of fish and meat," 
particularly in Luanda, since those products are directly traded or distributed 
by firme not dependent on his sector such as EDIPESCA [Fish Distributing Company] 
(fish) and DINAPROPE (meat). 


Continuing his answer, the home trade minister said that when there are interruptions 
in the supply of products to the market, “it must not be thought that such a 
situation is due to lack of attention or concern by the organizations responsibie, 
inasmuch as the supply process is subject to circumstances over which we have no 
control." In his opinion, the news media should take it upon itself to enlighten 

the people concerning the facts. In this regard, the newpaper people in attendance, 
basing their attitude on the principle that they must have the facts to provide 
correct information, expressed concern over the continuous refusal of the heads 

of certain organizations directly connected with the supply sector to provide 

the information requested. 





During this forma! meeting and without losing sight of its basic objective, 
reference was made to the obvious need for responsible organizations to inform 
the public in advance of any foreseen anomaly, since, we believe, this would 
also be a way to destroy a rumor at its roots. 


“Enough Goods in the Country To Supply Everyone a Minimum" 


It is significant that the rumor implying that the early holding of the 
extraordinary congress of the party was allegedly the result of a total lack of 
supply is easily and logically traceable to its source, and the objectives of 
such a rumor--panic, hoarding, speculation and the like--could only serve those 
who, made desparate by the irreversibility of the revolutionary process, still 
dream of “holding back the wind with their hands." 








Nevertheless, and as explained in a communique issued recently by the Congressional 
Preparatory Commission, rumors are also traceable to anawere given by certain 
heads of commercial, distributing or even producing organizations whose 
understanding of the situation cannot be viewed as a doubtful unawareness of 


the consequences, 


In fact, and as called to the attention of the journalists present at the meeting, 
it would truly be remarkable to think that the head of the beer industry, for 
example, would justify the reduction or refusal of a shipment of his product to 

a given festival with the observation: “We are producing only for the congress, 
for the People's Assembly, and the like." And this happens at times. 


As the minister of industry said, the only way to combat those “well-placed 
rumormongere" is to contact the highest officers in the companies involved, 

since, ae he asserted, as in the case of other sectors, industrial firme are not 
being, nor can they be, affected by this or that act. “Por example, except 

for normal repairs to the machinery, breweries are operating without decreased 
production, and that production is for public consumption,” Bento Ribeiro stressed. 


Beto Van Dunem, in turn, said he thought the only way to answer co unterrevolutionary 
rumormongers “is to act precisely as we are about to act, that is, flood the market 
with every kind of commodity in order to give our people adequate supplies. 

And, in this connection, we have already initiated a countrywide program which calls 
for sending truckloads of foodstuffs from Luanda to all the provinces transporting 
every kind of existing product, including wine, which the rumormongers also say 

is intended only for Luanda. This is the only way; the speculators say that 
certain products are no longer available, but the people go to stores and find 

those products on the shelves." 


"We Shall Distribute Industrial Goods...Pamily Day....Special Provisioning” 


"Wone of the products, for example, the industrial ones, which we import have been 
diverted; we are going to distribute them to the people, and the only reason 

this has not happened up to now is that a large part of the merchandise has been 
delayed at the port of origin for lack of transportation resulting in irregular 
deliveries to our country,” the home trade minister said at another point. 


In addition, referring to the approaching celebration of Family Day, Beto Van 
Dunem spoke of a special provisioning plan which, like that of last year, will 
consist essentially in increasing the quantity and quality of the normal supply. 
The government official asserted that there is no problem in this regard and that 
the increased supply will apply simultaneously to the entire country. 


Concerning the prospects for improvement, he said he was convinced that the 
supply situation will be much better in 1981, thanks to the practical experience 
gained. Thus it was that the Ministry of Home Trade, represented by its highest 
official, expressed its viewpoint in a press conference where rumor, propagated 
for dishonorable purposes, was categorically denounced and placed at the mercy of 
united counteraction to be carried out by the people as a whole. 











The Miniatry of Home Trade also took this opportunity to relieve the minds of 
the people who could not fail to be aware of the difficulties the country atill faces, 


Meanwhile, im our opinion, it ia necessary for the point of the situation just

SONANGOL DENIES OIL SHORTAGE RUMORS 


Luanda JORNAL DE ANGOLA in Portuguese 28 Nov 80 p 2 


[Text] The National Fuel Company (SONANGOL) has denied rumors about an alleged 
shortage of domestic oil in Luanda. 


A northern delegation source contacted by telephone yesterday gave its assurance 
that “there is by no means a shortage of domestic ofl" rather, there is enough 
stock to satisfy the present needs of the people. 


Despite the long lines which have formed at resale stations within the last few 
days, SONANGOL believes there is no justification for individual hoarding of 
the product, which has undoubtedly resulted from news of a speculative nature 


spread among the people. 


The same source disclosed that by the end of this week "a large quantity of 
domestic oil" will be distributed to the resale stations to prevent a possible 
shortage of the product from occurring as a result of the situation created. 


Since there is no reason for alarm, SONANGOL is advising residents who use that 
fuel regularly to refrain from “racing” to the resale stations. 


Procurement of Bottled Gas 


Our newspaper was also informed that by March 1981 the country expects to receive 
the first shipments of 100,000 bottles of domestic gas for which import orders 
were given in 1980. 


This purchase is part of SONANGOL's 5-year plan which calls for the annual import 
of 100,000 bottles until 1985 and was designed to resolve the current distribution 


problem. 


The northern delegation is able to supply domestic gas in sufficient quantities, 
since its production did not change. 


Bottlenecks in distribution resulted from "a shortage of containers and insufficient 
transportation facilities"; these difficulties are being taken care of as quickly 
as possible. The import of bottles is also part of the national fuel firm's plan 
to normalize the sale of gas to the public. 


Our information source explained that "the resale stations were supposed to 
have their own stocks of containers" but that since this was not the case, 
“the dealers are obliged to requisition bottles” until they have enough to 
make the most effective use of the distribution vans, that is, 120 per van. 
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CRUDE OIL PRICE RISE--Luanda, 15 Jan--The price of Angolan crude oil rose today from 
$35.80 to $38.75 per barrel FOB, according to an announcement by the Angolan Ministry 
of Petroleum. In a separate development, the country's press reported yesterday that 
TEXTANG (Angolan Textile Company) produced 4,306,062 meters of cloth last year, cor- 
responding to 66 percent of the production plan.

Rising with vigor against Paris's "condemation" of its policy, Libya is launching 
a vast diplomatic offensive to justify ite position in the Chadian affair.

When a delegation from the French ministry of defense arrived Sunday night in the 
Sudan--a country that borders on Chad and on Libya--for the purpose, according to 
the AFP, of discussing the “situation in the region with the Khartoum military," 
320 men of the French intervention forces reinforced the base at Bouar, in the 
Central African Republic. 


Central Africa “Under Perfusion" 
1. After “Dracula” 


Bangui--"Dracula II has just been sentenced," exclaimed a Central African poet in 
a@ particularly lyrical commentary at the close of Bokassa's trial in absentia. 

Is the qualitative an exaggeration? There is perhaps some fantasy in all that was 
said concerning the treatment that the former emperor caused his prisoners to 
encure in his Berengo "palace" and concerning his Bangui “mad acts." There is also 
the astonishing fact that the criminal court did not hear those who in Bangui, in 
the spring of 1979, accused the despot with having personally killed several 
students in the Ngaragba prison, which led the magistrate of the Central African 
Inquiry Commission to speak of the "massacres of about 100 children perpetrated on 
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orders of Emperor Bokassa and with his almost certain participation." 


But, considering the specific accusations, the admissions--even though reticent--of 
accomplices, and the ascertainment of the manner in which Bokassa left his country, 
it is very difficult to seriously believe the thesis of a domestic and international 
conspiracy to overthrow, by means of a campaign of calumnies, one who, until 

there is proof to the contrary, could ask that he be given the chance to explain 
himself in person before the judges in Bangui if he had the courage to do so. 

The request, advocated by a French lawyer, that he has just addressed to Kurt 
Waldheim for the designation of an inquiry commission within the framework of the 
UN is nevertheless interesting in that it emphasizes the absence of any impartial 
jurisdiction to judge former chiefs of state who are accused of crimes against 
humanity by their subjects. 


This absence was also to be deplored after the fall of the emperor of Iran. If 
Raymond Geouffre de la Pradelle succeeds on this occasion in launching the dis- 
cussion on this subject, as he has long desired, it will be one more reason for 
one to again hear of Bokassa, decidedly a leading figure in cases that exceed by 
far his paltry person. 


An authoritative father--to the point of having a "private prison" built for his | 
children in one of his residences--a sovereign desirous of "being in command" to 

the point of personally participating in tormenting or killing the perpetrators of 
larceny, Bokassa had appropriated to himself the patrimony of the Central African 
Republic and had used its production apparatus for his sole personal gain. During 
the trial there were many small revelations, all the more significant because they 
were introduced incidentally. Some dignitaries of the former regime referred in 
court to the moratorium concluded with the new administration regarding the 
reimbursement of state villas and the "official" Mercedes cars that the former 
emperor had given them in order to assure himself of their support. A certain 
former minister of foreign affairs proposed without any scruples that, in the reim- 
bursement of his debt, one include a considerable sum that had been given him as a 
personal gratuity by a "foreign country" and which he had had the imprudence to 
hand over to Bokassa. 





From the humble victim of the arm of the law in Berengo, “yes, Mr president," to 
the pompous intellectual, "gentlemen of the court," the parade of plaintiffs spoke 
at length of the arbitrariness and the savagery of the former regime. A woman 
manager of a night club claimed several million CFA francs for damages and interest 
because the Bokassa men had carried away all of the equipment of her establishment 
to Berengo, on the pretext that she was in violation of a regulation. The author 
of the warrant had appropriated the "fine" to himself-~most naturally-—-because 

for 10 years there had been no administrative court in Bangui. Still today, for a 
population of 2 million inhabitants, there are 7 lawyers in Central Africa: 3 
African, 3 French, and 1 American. 
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"IT am not asking for money; | ask that someone tell me what has happened to my 
brother," said a treasury inspector. This brother disappeared during a trip to 
the United States after he had written to Bokassa to reproach him for his megolo- 
mania. The attorney general confirms that his plane ticket was found among the 
pile of documents of the former emperor in Berengo. A simple--funny--episode 

of terrorism... 


In a State of Shock" 


“After the fall of Bokassa, we found a population in a state of shock," said a 
French expert. "This country was pillaged and terrorized. We must keep it in a 
state of perfusion." France, which is making good the budgetary deficit, intends 
to supervise measures for the rectification of a catastrophic economic situation. 
In order to administer the | ‘ter medication, Jean-Pierre Lebouder, a new prime 
minister, introduced as a competent and honest expert, was appointed on 16 November. 
In the following weeks, all of the political prisoners, with the exception of 
Bokassa's accomplices, were freed. Then, from 8 to 14 December, a "national 
seminar,’ for the purpose of studying methods of setting up some new institutions, 
assembled representatives of the parties, labor unions, employer organizations, 
the army, and women s and youth organizations. From now until 31 March, a presi- 
dential type constitution will be submitted to a referendum and presidential and 
legislative elections will take place. A discussion was opened on the advisa- 
bility of authorizing several parties or of assembling them within "a national 
union movement of multiple tendencies." This is theoretical, in that most of the 
parties do not have a program and are simply the creations of personalities having 
a certain following and who intend to derive a maximum advantage for their support 
of President Dacko. 





In Lebouder's government, there are no ministers who are notoriously compromised 
with Bokassa. One could not say as much for the top level administration. The 
Africans who listened to the radio braodcast of the live trial did not abstain from 
recalling the past of a certain high-level magistrate, or of a certain head of 
ministry who thwarted the former emperor with obstacles. "Where, then, are the 
letters of resignation that all these fine gentlemen should have sent when they 
noted these crimes?" asked a plaintiff of the presiding judge of the criminal 
court. 


A national commission of inquiry was established, but no one wants the purge to go 
too far. "It was not in Bokassa's interest to form elite groups, and one must do 
with what one has," states a high official, who hopes that “the page will be 
turned over as soon as possible.” 


"Under Bokassa," says another African leading citizen, “there were in fact two 
governments: that of the advisers at court, who exercised the real authority, to 
their own personal gain; and that of the ministers who were designated as such, but 
whose only concern was to survive without laying themselves open to the imperial 
thunder by taking even the slightest initiative. The first was decapitated and 
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and with it all that constituted any semblance of organization. A great deal of 
time will be needed by the new regime to reconstitute a state apparatus." After 
having made a clear analysis of the evils of his country and after having evoked 
the necessary remedies, our interlocutor nevertheless told us that he really hopes 
to be engaged soon in an international institution and to be able to "breathe a 
little” outside his country. 


The Provinces in a State of Abandonment 


The drama of the flight of the experts from Bangui is aggravated by the refusal 
of qualified persons to go and serve in the provinces. Of the some 26,000 state 
representatives—-civilian and military--that the Central African Republic now 
has, 20,000 live in the capital. During the December "national seminar," che 
speakers asked that bachelors be sent to the small localities. 


In Bangui, some official communiques read before the news make one think of the 
messages broadcast over the French waves intended for motorists whom it is impossi- 
ble to reach otherwise. A certain superintendent of police asks trainees to 
appear immediately for instruction; a certain minister requests his secretary to 
please come to his office. President Dacko, himself, on the eve of a trip abroad, 
po his personal doctor to be at the airport the following day, “at exactly 

hours. 


Absenteeism, poor telephone service, red tape, and disorder do not facilitate 
communication within the central administration. One can imagine what the 
regional administration is like. 


“There is practically no asphalted road over the territory described in this 
guide book and almost no street signs at junctions or crossroads. It is very 
difficult, if not impossible, to know the exact measurement in kilometers of a 
road." This information appeared in the 1962 issue of the "Guide Bleu" that is 
devoted to Central Africa. Today there no longer are any road signs in the 
Central African Republic, and even the tracks have disappeared. The only means 
of going from one locality in a province to another is via air taxi, to the great 
benefit of private companies. Obsessed by Napoleonic glory, Bokassa did not see 
that the empire represents glory, but that this also includes the work of a man 
whe establishes an administration in the service of the country. The murderous 
clown of Berengo dissociated himself completely from the mission and from the 
living conditions of the local representatives of the state. Cut off from the cap- 
ital, without pay, the latter's only instruction was to make use of the population 
in order to survive. Twenty years after independence, the harsh truth is that, if 
a rudimentary education is still provided in the provinces, if some medical care 
is still given unstintingly, it is thanks to the obscure work of the missions.

[Text] II. Barracuda, Santa Claus 


Bokassa's death sentence in absentia in Bangui at least will have revealed the 
amplitude of the damage inflicted in Central Africa by his "reign" (LE MONDE, 
13 January). 


Bangui--More than 1 year after the French intervention in Central Africa with the 
consent of President Dacko, one still comes across military trucks, carrying white 
soldiers, and Peugeots, in the back of which are seated high-ranking officers in 
uniform. The Barracudas, the name given them by the Central Africans who adopted 
the code name from the September 1979 attack operation, are part of the Bangui 
landscape. 


An OCAM building serves as headquarters for the offices of Colonel Bechu whose 
official title is "Commander of the French military stationed in Central Africa." 
As one awaited the verdict of the court that was assigned to j .ge Bokassa, final 
details were being put in place for a parachutist dressed as Santa Claus, with 
presents for the children attracted by the spectacle, to jump onto a stadium of 
the capital. 


Before Paris decided, on 9 January, to strengthen its military disposition in the 
region, in order to reply to the announcement of the "union" of Chad and Libya, 
French soldiers in Central Africa numbered 950, divided into 2 equal groups, one 

of them located at the Bouar base, in northwest Bangui, the other in the capital. 
The Bangui quarters are located in the former villas built for the chiefs of state 
on the occasion of Bokassa's "coronation." It is not what one would think. Every- 
thing had been pillaged at the fall of the tyrant. Some of the “villas as proof" 
were preserved in the state that the army had found them: electric wall plugs 

torn out, walls covered with insulting inscriptions, floors dirtied with excrement. 


Flc vers have been planted, septic tanks have been installed, but no air condi- 
tioning. *-* 


"We are not actually installed," Colonel Bechu told us. "The defense agreements 
were signed during Bokassa's time. We therefore are there on an uncertain basis; 
I do not know when the mission that the government has entrusted to us will end." 
Having come from various units, the "Barracudas" remain there for 4 and 1/2 
months in uniform. Personnel replacements and deliveries of supplies are assured 
every 3 weeks by DC-8's from France. 


The Libyan Threat 


In 1979, Colonel Qadhdhafi had not hesitated to send some military reinforcements 
to Bokassa, at a time when the latter had been rejected by his people, for the 
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sole purpose of becoming implanted in Bangui. Since taking power, President 

Dacko has thus been obsessed by a Libyan threat. Some Ceatrai Africans who fled 
from their country at the time of the fall of the former emperor joined Colonel 
Qadhdhafi's "Islamic Legion.” Since the victory in Ndjamena of some of Tripoli's 
proteges, the Bangui government has more than ever feared Libyan infiltrations 
into its territory. "We are there to meet any eventuality," Colonel Bechu told us 
prior to the arrival of the land and air reinforcements sent by France. 


It appears that not a].l of the officers are in agreement on the necessity of 
carrying out big projects in Bouar. At the moment, this base has no landing stripe 
for high-powered plan»s. The Jaguars which in December had been sent to Central 
Africa during several hours, at the moment when Paris seemed to be taking some 
measures to assure an eventual control of the situation in Chad, had landed in 


Bangui . 


"We are operational agents, the 'praetorians of the president’ as we are called," 
some Barracudas told us. "We stay too short a time to become attached to the 
people and to the country. Maybe this is better, because of the changes in 
opinion.” Discreetly bitter remarks, after the hesitations of the Elysee regarding 
the attitude to adopt in Chad... 


The "Barracudas" however do not have much time to cultivate frames of mind. Their 
mission also includes numerous humanitarian objectives. France was moved by the 
murders of students under Bokassa. Ir. September 1980, the death of some 50 children, 
prey to famine, in the northern part of Central Africa had gone almost unnoticed. 
Without publicity, the "Barracudas" carried out some "military operations,” some- 
times dangerious ones, in October and November in this region. Transall airplanes 
transported tons of provisions from Bangui to Birao. Then, since there were no 
intermediate bases, helicopters crossed in one stretch the 900 kilometers separating 
the two cities. Upon arriving in Birao, they distributed the relief goods in all 

of the neighboring localities, where airplanes could not land. 


In the camp infirmary in Bangui, military doctors and nurses care for the sick 
Central Africans who appear. They also stay for several days in the remote villages 
where the inhabitants had not seen a doctor for years. Soldiers "are parachuted 

‘9 the open country" to ascertain the state of the landing strips abandoned under 
Bokassa, then to participate in their reopening. 


"This work pertains to the original mission of the army, which is not solely defen- 
sive. Here, we are happy because we can express ourselves completely," Colonel 
Bechu told us. Regardless of the role of the "dismantlers" of the imperial archives 
that the military had to perform at the time of the capture of the Berengo 
“palace,” it is difficult at present not to subscribe to these remarks. 


Another happy and very busy man, the chief of the French cooperation mission, cannot 
give us any specific appointment because "at any moment he can be summoned by a 
minister," but he will be at our service, if he is not called away, at the embassy 
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“every day from 0700 houre on." He fe in charge of 447 agente; 226 of them are 
teachers and 35, doctors. Total etrength has increased since the fall of Bokasea, 
when it was necessary to replace the Soviet aides with whom the government had 
kept the former emperor at bay, which led to the closing of the embassy. 


In 1980, the total amount of aid from Parise to Central Africa amounted to 515 
million French france (64 million for military assistance), that is, more than 
twice what it was in 1978, the last year of the “reign.” To the cost of personne! 
assistance is added very varied financial assistance: budgetary extensions, sup- 
port for investments, exceptional aid to set up an embryonic administration in 
the provinces (a project that Jacques Humann, French ambassador to Bangui, parti- 
cularly favors), and even a special advance from the treasury (100 million French 
france) for the indemnification of merchants who are victims of the pillages 
connected with the celebration of the fall of Bokasea... 


The granting of thie assistance is tied in with certain “orientations”: the 
balancing of the budget through control of state expenditures and the complete 
reorganization of the customs offices and the collection of duties, the relaunching 
of the economy through the establishment of big agricultural production unite, and 
the restoration of the means of communication. Managed in a catastrophic manner, 
some state companies in charge of key sectors of the economy (river navigation, 
distribution of hydrocarbons) retain their patrimony, but their management is 
assigned to joint companies with the participation of foreign private capital. 


One is assured at the embassy that, upon the request of the Central African author- 
ities, several French persons occupy very important poste in the administration: 
the secretary general in the presidency of the Republic, the director of finance, 
the deputy director general of customs. There is a certain continuity in this 
policy of “personnel assistance,” since President Dacko's information adviser is 
none other than Jacques Foccart's former press attache. 


Regardless of how commendable France's present objectives for Bangui are, the 
presence of all these men “in dual control” causes one to be thoughtful. What ren- 
dere Central Africa fascinating--a little country with great resources--is that 

it constitutes the archtype of a certain French-speaking Africa. Yesterday Bokassa 
was a case that most certainly was paroxyemal, but it nevertheless revealed the 
leanings toward absolutism of many of his peers. Today the putting of Bangui 
“under technical tutelage” 2 decades after independence, illustrates in an almost 
caricatural manner the failure, at least somentary, of a policy that aimed in 
principle to assure a replacement for the former colonial power.

MACHEL NEW YEAR'S SPEECH STRESSES DESIRE FOR COOPERATION

[Speech by President Samora Machel at 5 January 1981 reception for diplomatic corps 
accredited to Mozambique] 


[Text] Speech by President Samora Machel during the reception for 
the Diplomatic Corps. During the reception given yesterday for 
the Diplomatic Corps accredited in the People's Republic of 
Mozambique, the country's president, Marshal Samora Machel, 
delivered an important address expressing the desire of the 

RPM [People's Republic of Mozambique) to develop cooperation 
with other countries on the basis of equality, reciprocity of 
benefits, and gutual respect. Here is the complete text of the 
address. } 


Your Excellency Ambassador Titus Sikasula, 
Your Excellencies Ambassadors and Chiefs of Missions, 
Ladies and Gentlemen, Dear Friends: 


I want to thank you for your warm greetings and the wishes which the dean of the 
Diplomatic Corps addressed in your name to the people and government, to the 
People's Republic of Mozambique. 


I am very moved by the kind references made to my wife and my family. I want to 
take this opportunity in order, through Your Excellencies, to wish the heads of 
state and chiefs of government of the countries, so vworthily represented here, the 
very best of good health. 


The message which Mozambique asks you to transmit to your peoples, your capitals, 

is our profound desire, shared in common with all of the forces of progress, to 

have a year of peace in 1981. We want 1981 to bring a strengthening of the feelings 
of respect and equity between states and a recognition of the rights of the peoples. 
We want--as a requirement of the most elementary justice and in the interest of 
peace--to see the elimination of colonialiem, domination, raciem, Zionism, and 
oppression fromthe face of the earth. We want a desire for mutual knowledge, friend- 
ship, solidarity, and cooperation to exist between our countries and our states. 
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Your Excellencies, 


You are quite correct in your analysis of the effort the Mozambican nation has 
been making throughout 1960, This was essentially an organizational effort, with 
the reorganization of many sectors and the institution of new concepts and work 
methods, We also devoted our attention during various enlarged meetings, campaigns, 
investigations, and visite, as well as through our own population census, to the 
further development of our knowledge on the country's social, economic, and cul- 
tural conditions, On the basis of a realistic survey of our capacities and poten- 
tials, we can expand the planned area of our economy. 


In making reference to our work of last year, we are mindful of some failures in 
addition to the successes we recorded, Among them, once again, many were due to 
natural disasters. 


In fighting the drought, which took place in some provinces, we conducted an inten- 
sive mobilization drive aimed at the people and material resources involving all of 
country. 





At this point I must emphasize and welcome international solidarity which, promptly 
and generously, responded to our appeal. Without the humanitarian contribution from 
your countries and organizations, the situation of the approximately 1 million 
Mozambicans stricken would have been much more tragic. 


We declared that this decade will be a decade of struggle against underdevelopment 
essentially to bring the elements under control and to generate wealth and pros- 
perity on the basis of the country's enormous resources. 


The long-range outline plan--whose preliminary draft has already been approved by 
the appropriate authority--charts the strategy for this new fight to which we are 
going to commit ourselves. Here we are establishing the sectors to be developed on 
a priority basis; here we determine the degree to which regional factors 

influence our economy; here we calculate the investment effort and the profitability 
indexes; here we set the growth rate. 


The transition from this plan to the project implementation phase, its breakup into 
5-year plans and, finally, the strict identification of specific projects, will 
create the framework within which we are going to develop our cooperation relations. 


We have already had an opportunity to note that there is no incompatibility between 
our socialist option and the kind of bilateral or multilateral cooperation which we 
may establish with countries having different political systems. 


Nevertheless, this cooperation will have to be developed on the basis of equality, 
reciprocity of benefits, and mutual respect. In any cooperation contract, we will 
always be ready to guarantee our counterpart the fair profits deriving from respective 
participation. But we will always vigorously reject the imposition of conditions 

that are not expressly stated and any pressures that may offend our feeling of in- 
dependence and the liberty amid which we want to pursue our options. 














One of the big factors conditioning our economic activities consists of relations 

of close interdependence in dealing with neighboring countries, eapecially the 
Republic of South Africa, This is a heavy burden which we inherited from Portuguese 
colonialism, But we will not carry the cross to Calvary. We will break it into 
little pieces on the way. 


On more than one occasion, South Africa tried to use political blackmail on the 
basie of thie link which it is trying to make appear as a matter of mere dependence. 
Since thie is 4 situation commonly encountered in all interdependent countries in 
this gone, the regional cooperation project, which was started in Lusaka, is in 
keeping with our need for promoting the development of our countries by exploiting 
our geographic contiguity and our economic com, ementarity. Only through close 
collaboration and coordination can we get out of the orbit of South African sub- 
imperialiem. The Conference for the Coordination of the Development of Southern 
Africa, recently held in Maputo, wae a very important etep in that direction. This 
atep wae taken gladly by all participating countries and organizations in view of 
the economic and political significance. 


The Association of the Nine Countries of Southern Africa is not trying to become an 
exclusive group, nor is it trying to exclude any other type of association or group 
ing of member countries. On the contrary, we want to make a real contribution to 
the establishment of the new international economic order. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, Your Excellencies, 


In analyzing the evolution of the international political situation during 1980, we 
cannot fail to express our great concern over the proliferation of foci of tension 
and armed conflicts, constituting a serious threat to peace and world security. 


The forces which persist in pursuing their policy of domination, aggression, exploita- 
tion, and oppression oppose the establishment of a stable peace among the peoples. 
This is why they exploit dissensions, resentments, rivalries, and ambitions, dis- 
couraging dialogue and the peaceful resolution of differences. 


In the face of preoccupying silence on the part of the international community, the 
Maubere people continues to fight heroically against the expansionism of the Indo- 
nesian regime. 


The People's Republic of Mozambique reiterates it solidarity with the Democratic 
Republic of East Timor and its support for the just struggle conducted by FRETILIN 
{Revolutionary Front for East Timor Independence]. 


Encouraged by the undeniable diplomatic victory achieved by the Saharan Democratic 
Arab Republic during the last OAU summit, the Saharan people is stepping up its 
liberation fight. The criminal annexationism of Morocco still remains the proven 
recourse of sad alliances such as those which permit the use of South African tanks 
and weapons. 


In the Middle East, resistance to Zionist aggression, which daily causes death and 
destruction in the Arab nation, is being harmed by the alarming proportions of the 
conflict between Iraq and Iran. We are urging the parties to this conflict to 
cease their military actions and to declare their desire to settle the conflict by 
peaceful means under the principles of nonalinement and United Nations Charter. 
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This war, which has caused so many deatha and ao much destruction in both countries, 
can only serve imperialiam's economic and political interest. It offers a pretext 
for a stepped-up foreign military presence in the Mediterranean, in the Persian 
Gulf, and in the Indian Ocean=-constituting a latent threat not only in terms of a 
generalized conflict but also in terms of aggression against the state and peoples 
of those regions, 


The Indian Ocean must be turned into a sone of peace, a denuclearized area, so as 
to create the conditions necessary to enable the peoples of the region to develop 
cooperation among each other toward the efficient use of their natural resources. 


The People's Republic of Mozambique has expressed its support for the convocation of 
a world conference which would lead to a universally accepted treaty. We also 
repeat our support for the proposal of President Ratsiraka of Madagascar in his 

call for a summit conference of heads of state of the countries in that area and 
others directly concerned in the problems of the Indian Ocean.

In spite of all of the negative effects which have listed, the year 1980 did mark 
the end of a big chapter in the history of African decolonization. 


The independence of Zimbabwe and the establishment of a government, freely chosen 
by the entire Zimbabwean nation in Salisbury, is a victory in the liberation 
struggle, a victory of the efforts of the entire international community. 


In view of the political, diplomatic, and military victories of SWAPO, in Namibia, 
likewise, the South African regime found itself forced to accept the principle of 
negotiations. The conference which is scheduled to start tomorrow in Geneva is a 
test of the South African regime's political determination to negotiate. 


In South Africa itself we found that the essence of the regime still persists, 
stepping up oppression, repression of the South African people who, under the 
direction of the ANC, continues to resist heroically. The elimination of apart- 
heid in South Africa is a necessary condition for a policy of peace and cooperation 
between all peoples of southern Africa. 


Ladies and Gentlemen, Your Excellencies, 


During 1980, the People's Republic of Mozambique strengthened its bonds of coopera- 
tion with other states. Special attention was devoted to the strengthening of 
relationships of militant solidarity and brotherly friendship that link us to other 
socialist countries. 


The memorable days represented by the state visits, made in representation of the 
People's Republic of Mozambique, to the People's Republic of Bulgaria, the Socialist 
Republic of Romania, the German Democratic Republic, the Union of Soviet Socialist

MACHEL SPEAKS ON COOPERATION, ARMED FORCES RANK, AWARDS 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 23 Dec 80 pp 3-4 


[Text of address by President Samora Machel, closing the seventh session of 
the People's Assembly, in Maputo on 22 December 1980) 


[Excerpts] Msers Deputies, 
Guests, 
Mssrs Ambassadors: 


As we conclude the proceedings of the seventh session of the People's Assembly, 
it behooves us to give a rapid summary of the activities we have conducted and 
the decisions we have made during these 3 days. 





The first part of the session was devoted to someof the major aspects of the 
international life of our state. We heard a report on the international activity 
of the People's Assembly in 1980. We recalled the state visits to the Republic 

of Zimbabwe, the People's Republic of Bulgaria, the Socialist Republic of Romania, 
the GDR, the USSR and the Democratic and Popular Republic of Algeria. 


We had occasion to evaluate the international activity of our assembly through 
its participation in the annual conference of the Interparliamentary Union, the 
visit by an assembly-delegation to the GDR at the invitation of the People's 
Chamber and a visit by the parliament of the Kingdom of Norway, at the invitation 
of our assembly. 


We also noted the visit to the People's Republic of Mozambique by Pal Losonczi, 
president of the People's Republic of Hungary, and we ratified the treaty of 
friendship and cooperation between our two states. We heard an accounting of the 
proceedings of the Maputo Conference for Coordination of the Development of 
Southern Africa. 


This seventh session ratified Law No 5/80, approved by the Permanent Commission 
of the People's Assembly, creating the system of military ranks in the FPLM 
(Armed Forces of Mozambique), and approved a motion presented to the assembly 
on this topic. 


We also approved a resolution on the award of decorations, and authorized the 
Permanent Commission of the People's Assembly to draft the respective law. 
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In the course of this seventh seasion, the results of the General Population 
Census, the first census conducted in independent Mozambique, were officially 
announced, and we congratulated ourselves on this great popular victory. 


We now know we have 12,130,000 Mozgambicana. 


We heard the reports from the task forces devoted to the study of the draft bill 
for the 1981 Plan and Budget, and we approved the synthesis drafted on the basis 
of those reports. 


Finally, we approved the Law of the Central State Plan for 1981 and the Budget 
Law. These laws constituted the central items on our agenda. 


Mesrs Deputies 


I would like now to focus on three basic issues, issues that the deputies of the 
People's Assembly and all our people should be familiar with and understand: 
--Our international relations; 

--The state Central Plan and State Budget for 1981; 

~-Ratification of the law pertaining to commissions in the FPLM and the award of 
decorations. 


These issues are closely linked to the basic principles of our life, the progress 
of our struggle and the consolidation of our revolution. 


Let us examine our international relations. In so doing, we deal with questions 
that are of concern to humanity, because they directly concern respect for the 
well-being, progress and happiness of peoples. 


In 1962, we created the Mozambique Liberation Front. 
This made it possible to begin to establish direct solidarity with other peoples. 


The world recognized in the Mozambique Liberation Front the organized Mozambican 
people. 


Therefore, when we began the struggle, we received assistance. 


We received concrete proofs of solidarity from the most varied parts of the world, 
from Algeria to China, from Tanzania to the Soviet Union, from the Scandinavian 
countries to Zambia, from the DPRK to Duba. 


Testaments to solidarity from other peoples came to us through the solidarity 
groups and democratic forces in such countries as Holland, England, Italy, the 
United States, France and Canada, among others. 


received arms, medicines and uniforms. 

received educational materials. 

received hospital materials. 

received food, clothii, and blankets. 

received study grants for our young compatants.

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We witnessed solidarity from all over Africa, through the Committee of Liberation, 
our Blood Bank. 


Tanzania and Zambia, in particular, made their territory a secure rearguard 
for our struggle. 


Our people came to know other peoples. 


Our people learned how to distinguish between the exploiters and the exploited. 
They learned whom they could rely on in difficult times and in joyful times. 


Our people learned that exploitation and oppression are not peculiar to any color, 
race or country. 


Our people learned that solidarity encompasses all peoples, all the continents. 
Today, solidarity is an integral part of our culture, of the Mozambican personality. 


We have learned to see the international dimensions of each of our actions. 


Mssrs Deputies: 
Cooperation among men has been a historical constant in relations among free peoples. 


Development is impossible without cooperation. 





Proper relations must be established between countries with differing levels of 
development. This is possible w chere is no desire for domination in these 
relations. 

Respect for this proposition makes economic cooperation possible with all nations. 


There is genuine international cooperation only when mutual advantage is an 
inherent principle. 


Our relations with the other socialist countries are in this context. 
Relations of this type must be based on internationalism. 


The practice of internationalism presupposes a common enemy and a common struggle 
for common goals. 


Solidarity is also expressed on our identification with the struggle of the 
progressive forces in the capitalist countries. When we speak of progressive 
forces, we are referring to all those forces whose actions contribute to the 
establishment of peace, democracy, social justice and, in the last analysis, the 
liberation of mankind from capitalist exploitation. 














Masres Deputies: 


The seventh session of the People's Assembly ratified Law No 5/80, introducing a 
system for commissions in the Armed Forces, thus creating the Armed Forces ranks 
and their respective insignia. 


To many, it might seem automatic that an army should have a hierarchy, from private 
to marshal, from seaman to admiral, so they would question why it has taken us 

5 years to arrive at the law. They might even add that, since the FPLM has existed 
since September 1964, the decision has been delayed for 16 years. 


We must first understand the significance of the armed forces cadres, the 
significance of the officer's corps. 


The armed forces always express the interests and the will of the class in power. 
They are the decisive argument, imposing the will of this class upon all society. 
The armed forces protect the interests of the class in power in the nation, in 
the face of foreign interests. 


First and foremost, the army expresses the will of the class in power and the 
social order as that class conceives it; in short, the army deferds the ideology 
of the class in power. 


An army, however, is not composed of disorganized, armed individuals. It is a 
highly organized hierarchy, with a chain of command that links the private to 
the commander-in-chief. This chain of command, which organizes, enlists and 
directs the men in arms, is the officers’ corps. The army's strength resides 
in this corps. 


We in power here are the labor class and its ally, the peasantry. We express 
the will of the Mozambican working masses to build socialism and communisn. 

The army, which safeguards the existence of our socialist country in the face of 
of imperialist aggression, which protects the social order from the reactionary 
and bourgeois conspiracy, must identify with the working class and its Marxist- 
Leninist ideology, Otherwise, whom would it defend, and what? 


This is why we say our officers must be communists. 


Those who enlist, direct and organize the armed men, those who command the arms 
that express the will of the state, must be communists. 


The bourgeois make a good deal of propaganda declaring that an army is neutral, 
apolitical, cutside ideologies. What does reality show us, however? 


In order to enter officers training schoole, one must have a particular social 
background or a certain degree of wealth. The son of the worker or peasant 
cannot enter officers training schools. 


Reality also shows us that, in addition to preserving class interests and 
traditions, the armies of the bourgeoisie are very protective of their class 
ideology. Anticommunism is an absolute must. Even in bourgeois democracies, 
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where communist parties are no longer illegal, any communist publication is 
banned from the barracks. An officer who becomes a member of a communist party 
is immediately discharged from the armed forces. 


Where, then is ihis neutrality? It is a myth; it does not exist. 


The only neutrality demanded of bourgeois armies is with respect to the bourgeois 
political parties, to the divergent interests of various factions of the bourgeoisie. 
When the power of the bourgeoisie is challenged, however, even through free and 
democratic elections that express the true will of the people, the army abandons 

its neutrality. Hence the armies of the bourgeoisie defend racism, Zionism and 
“apartheid.” In Mozambique, even white Mozambicans were not well-received in the 
Portuguese officers schools. Occasionally, because of the necessities of war, as 
happened earlier in Mozambique and as we are seeing now with the "apartheid" 

regime, some blacks and half-breeds are accepted, to add color to the army and to 
deceive the masses. 


In sum, in any army, the officers corps defends the values of the class in power; 
in the last analysis, it preserves the established social order and totally 
identifies with the dominant ideology. 


It is in this context that, we repeat, we require officers to be communist. 
If we had created the officers corps in 1964, or 1975, it would have been premature. 


During the armed struggle and after independence, there was a hierarchy in the 
FPLM: there were different levels of responsibility, which constitutes the 
essence of the officers corps, but there were no ranks or insignia, there was 
no officers’ corps as such. 


The officers corps is the result of a career, a military career, just as a body 
of professors results from a teaching career. 


There is a second aspect. During the war, we were fighting together in a very 
broad front. 


The supreme objective was to win national independence, to put an end to foreign 
dominaticn. In that broad front, we found landowners and members of the 
bourgeoisie, we found workers, we found contradictory interests temporarily 

united in the struggle for national liberation. The truth is that, as the 

struggle developed, out ranks were gradually purified, our goals were more precisely 
defined and our political line was clarified. The process took many years, however. 
During the process, the embryo of our army was being created. 


A third aspect pertains to the level of scientific and technical knowledge 
required of an officers corps in a modern army. 


These three factors, above all, the ideological factor, explain why we are only 
now introducing ranks, stripes and insignia in our army. 


In so doing, we are declaring that our army has conquests and values to defend. 








National unity aganist tribalism, regionalism and racism is the result of 
arduous work, based on a clear political line. National unity, founded on the 
interests of the popular masses, on the interests of the workers, is a conquest 
of our socialist revolution. 


Health, an education, which we consider natural rights today, are not automatic 
rights. They are conquests. 


Our party, our Marxist-Leninist party, the ideals of sccialism and communism, 
were also a conquest of our armed forces. 


To defend and honor these conquests, and to apply them, is the task of the armed 
forces. Therefore, only those who love these conquests may be officers. This 
is the only way to defend well that we love. 


Ambition, ostentation, depravity and disdain for humanity, which characterize 
capitalist armies, are utterly contrary to our ethic. 


In bourgeois societies, it is normal for officers to be arrogant to the people and, 
hence, to the soldiers. Rudeness and insults are substituted for instruction and 
correction. Disregard for human life is customary. In the history of all 
capitalist armies there are always pages of atrocities, of massacres and violence 

of every kind against defenseless people, including citizens of their own countries. 


Mssrs Deputies: 

Moral values and precepts determine our criteria for measuring men. 

In service to the people, some men emerge who are more distinguished than others. 
They are heroes. 

There are living heroes, and there are those who have died. 

There are those whose whole life has been one of sacrifice and heroism; there are 
others who, having lived an obscure, average life, rise in a sublime moment to 
give their all, and in offering their lives, make a decisive contribution. 

The Central Committee of the FRELIMO Party, in accordance with Line «, Article 

45, of the Constitution, proposes that the People's Assembly draft a law establishing 
decorations and medals to be awarded for exceptional performance, to distinguish 
our heroes. 

The introduction of decorations and medals will teach us to value the acts and the 


lives, the immense sacrifices that have made national independence and the 
construction of socialism possible.

[Excerpts| In the name of the Census Coordinating Council, 
Deputy Jose Oscar Monteiro yesterday presented to the 
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People's Assembly a report on the General Population 
Census, conducted from 1 to 15 August 1980 in Mozambique. 


The report, the full text of which appears below, summarizes 
the nature of the undertaking and the efforts developed by 
thousands and thousands of individuals to see that the 
principal goal was achieved: creation of the bases for the 
building of socialism in our country. As a result of this 
huge undertaking, which called for great responsibility 

on the part of all Mozambicans, we are able to say that we 
now number 12,130,000 in our socialist country of Mozembique. 


Your Excellengy, Marshal Samora Moises Mache), 
President of the FRELIMO Party, 

President of the People's Republic of Mozambique; 
Msers Deputies; 

Ladies and gentlemen: 


Pursuant to a decision of the Third FRELIMO Party Congress, the People's Assembly 
called for the conduct of the First General Population Census in the People's 
Republic of Mozambique. 


In the fifth session of this assembly, the major directives were drafted for 
the process, from the preparation of the census to its execution, a task of all 
the people and an eminently political undertaking. 


With the enumeration of every Mozambican, man and woman, old and young, the first 
phase of the census was completed. 


It was necessary, however, to determine scientifically if the figures obtained 
were accurate, if every Mozambican from Rovuma to Maputo had actually been counted. 


To this end, the executive organs in each locality and neighborhood selected one 
"“celulo" or one residential block, respectively, where a "door-to-door" brigade 
verified that all the residents had been enumerated. 


In the cities, there was also a check in the stores, parking lots, theatres and 
other public places. 


As a result of this check, it was possible to conclude that, on the average, 98.5 
percent of the population throughout the country had been enumerated, which 
represents a very high rate of coverage, far higher than the average achieved in 
other countries on our continent. 


We now know the size of our population. 


Today, Your Excellency, Mssrs Deputies, in our socialist country of Mozambique 
there are 12,130,000 inhabitants. 

















We know the number in each locality and neighborhood, city, district and 
province, and in the nation, 





In Cabo Delgado, we have = 940,000

We know more than thie. 


We know there are a total of 2,835,000 family unite indicating an average of 
4.2 individuals per family unit. 


We know there are 15.6 inhabitants per square kilometer. 


We know that the total population of Mozambique comprises 48.7 percent males and 
51.3 percent females; for every 100 males there are 107 females. 


We know our population is young; almost half the population is under 15 years of age. 


These figures are the result of an operation that was planned and organized, from 
the enumerators to the Central Office, which manually tabulated the total number 
of individuals in each family unit, and by sex. 


However, although adjustment factors were introduced, the process is not totally 
precise. In addition, we intend to obtain many more indices. 


We want to know how many industrial workers, peasants, paid farm workers and 
proprietors we have in our country, and how many of these workers are illiterate, 
how many have some degree of education and [if so] what degree. 


We want to know how many Mozambiceans are born and die each year, so we can 
correctly estimate our growth ‘a the next few years, in the next decade. 


And much, much more. 

It is impossible to combine the collected data into a group of finished tables in 
a short time without the use of automatic information processing equipment, 

of computers. 


In order to learn about 30 different items of information for each individual, we 
will have to process about 360 million separate data. 


Use of the computer also requires organization and planning; the work of coding, 
validation, transcribing and processing gust be done by men. 











To thie end, a crew of 150 coders and programmers have been trained, Working 
in three shifts per day, they are preparing the information contained in about 
3.5 million schedules for computer processing. 


Since the equipment currently existing in the country is inadequate, we are 
acquiring new data processing equipment for the census, with the help of the 
United Nations Pund for Population Activity. 


This phase of the operation is crucial; it constitutes the final product of our 
labors. Once again, everyone must cooperate to ineure that all the information 
from the First General Population Census becomes available as planned, in 


August 1982, 


Your Excellency, Mr President, 
Mesres Deputies, 
Ladies and gentlemen: 


The information gathered, the experience accumulated by the agencies in joint 
operations and the knowledge acquired regarding our situation are a valuable 
addition to the wealth of our socialist country. 


The population census is therefore another clear example of the creative capacity 
of our party, government and people, another assurance of victory in the struggle 
against underdevelopment. 


Your Excellency, in a dispatch from a foreign news agency reporting the initiation 
of the census, 1 note that a journalist expressed surprise that the leaders of the 
FRELIMO Party and our state were treating the census as a decisive political event. 


We understand his surprise. 


To the bourgeoisie, politics is a profession linked to exploitation and paternalism; 
it is a means of deceiving the people, of disguising the truth, of leading the 
people into passive submission.

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DETAILS OF AGREEMENT WITH PORTUGUESE JOURNALISTS UNION 
Maputo TEMPO in Portuguese 25 Jan 81 pp 20-21 


[Article by Arlindo Lopes: "Doors Open to Cooperation Between National Journalists 
Organization and Journalists Labor Union"] 


|Exerpts) Cesario Borga, head of Portuguese delegation, comments 
on agreement. “The doors are now open for a fruitful exchange," 
said Cesario Borga, vice president of the Union of Journalists of 
Portugual, at the end of a two-week visit to Mozambique in res- 
ponse to an invitation from the ONJ (National Journalist Organiza- 
tion). On 15 January, these two organizations signed a coopera- 
tion agreement for the period of 1981-1983, following the estab- 
lishment of contacts in Lisbon and Maputo. 


The agreement, among other activities, provides for “an exchange of information of 

a professional character, especially regarding the teaching of journalism and publica- 
tions in this special field; mutual exchange of delegations of journalists, as well 
as support for exchange between the journalists of the editorial offices of the 
information agencies and exchanges of publications." 


Journalists from one of the two countries, who temporarily or permanently work in 

the other country, will also have to get support, according to one of the agreement's 
clauses. Plans also call for the signing of protocols "relating to cooperation 
efforts, Limited in terms of time, with a view to mutual support or with a view to 
one party supporting another party, in the sectors of the press, radio, television, 
and the teaching of journalism." 


Until a short time ago, there was a "misinformation" drive underway in Portugal 
about Mozambique, carried out by certain newspapers, "These really are newspapers 
which do not have much of an impact on Portuguese public opinion, such as A RUA," 
as the head of the delegation from the Journalist Union assured a group of Mozam- 
bican journalists at ONJ headquarters, In his opinion, this campaign was possible 
because of two factors: 


"The influx into Portugal of about half a million of ‘returnees’ from the former 
colonies. Some of those persons, who had come from Mozambique or Angola, because 
they did not agree with the political options of respective peoples or because they 
were expelled, were journalists who kept that campaign, which was hostile to both 
countries, going.” 
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"On the other hand,” according to Cesario borga, “honest journalists, that is, 
‘those who tell the truth,’ were unable to counter that campaign by presenting 
facts ‘due to difficulties in getting access to the sources, '" 


The campaign of misinformation on Mozambique gradually was neutralized at the be— 
ginning of last year with the publication of a series of articles on the real na- 
tional situation, written by a special correspondent from 0 JORNAL. But recently, 
EXPRESSO, which is also one of the most esteemed journals in Portugual, disclosed 
an interview given by President Samora Machel to ite correspondent in Maputo, which 
had a great impact on Portuguese public opinion. 


"These efforts completely undid the content and meaning of articles previously 
published in Portugal which obviously constituted slander against Mozambique," 
the vice president of the Journalist Union announced. 


Majority Tells Truth 


“Journalists who tell the truth are the majority in Portugal,” we were assured by 
the head of the Portuguese Labor Union delegation which included the treasurer of 
the union and reporter for 0 JORNAL, Jose Pedro Castanheira, and Bessa Tavares, 
spokesman of the labor union headquarters and sports reporter for Portuguese tele- 
vision. 


The three labor union leaders engaged in lively debates with Mozambican journalists 
on the activities of the Journalist Union and the situation of the Portuguese pres: 
in general and on the situation of the information media in the People's Republic of 
Mozambique. Both in Beira and in Maputo they said that their union is above all 
concerned with safety and working conditions of Portuguese journalists, their train- 
ing, a8 well as the deontological aspects of the profession. 


They informed us that their organization has great prestige in Portugal not only 
because it is representative (95 percent of the 1,300 radio, television, newspaper, 
and news agency reporters in Portugal are members of the union) but also because 
of its outstandingly professional character, thus including journalists of various 
political persuasions and supporting different ideologies. 


Regarding the deontological aspects and looking at the campaign conducted among a 
_ certain segment of the Portuguese press against Mozambique and Angola, we questioned 
the Portuguese journalists on the role of the Journalist Union on that score. 


"The Journalist Union does not have direct control over the editorial policy of the 
newspapers, radio, or television, That is up to the editorial boards," they told 
us. "The labor union intervenes when there is any assault on basic deontological 
standards, such as, for example, the absence of truth, the incorrect exercise of 

the profession, or other cases. Among forms of punishment, the labor union can take 
professional credentials away from the journalist involved and that, according to 
Portuguese law, would prevent him from pursuing his profession."

COOPERATION WITH PORTUGUESE UNIVERSITY VIEWED 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 21 Jan 81 p 1 


[Text] The Eduardo Mondlane University and the University of Minho (Portugal) will 
shortly sign a technical-scientific cooperation agreement, according to AIM [MOZAM- 
BIQUE INFORMATION AGENCY]. 


Contacting Professor Barreiros Martins, Director, School of Engineering, University 
of Minho, it was explained to us that the agreement draft is already in existence 
and that, as the next step, it will be submitted to the presidents of both universi- 
ties for approval. 





Engineer Barreiros Martins is in Maputo in response to an invitation from UEM 
[Eduardo Mondlane University], giving a second-level course on the topic "Special 
Foundations." 


The course lasts 2 months and is nearing its end; it is attended by 17 licensed 
Mozambican engineers. 


Talking about the cooperation agreement, Barreiros Martins pointed out that the 
document "presents the general outlines of cooperation, including some specific 
points,” especially in the engineering field. 


Among other aspects, the contacts with the president of UEM and with the engineering 
department revealed the arrival of Portuguese instructors to work in Mozambique, 

the exchange of study materials and specialized publications, courses on the master's 
and doctorate levels for Mozambican engineers. 


The coopeartion plan also includes the organization of special training courses in 
Mozambique and Portugal for students from both countries. 


According to Barreiros Martins, prospects are very specific right now for the civil 
engineering branch and one cannot rule out the possibility that the same thing 
might happen in the areas of electronic, mechanical, and information engineering and 
in the education field as such. 


In this connection, the University of Minho hinted at the possibility of assigning 
specialists in education to Mozambique to draft pedagogical training courses with 
Mozambican instructors.

PRIVATE BUSINESSMEN BLAMED FOR DELAYS IN SUPPLY SYSTEM 
Maputo NOTICIAS in Portuguese 21 Jan 81 p 3 


[Text] New supply system. More than 100 retailers criticized 
for lacking product survey. "The shop is for anybody who is 
able to deal in commerce." 


As part of the preparations for the reorganization of the commercial network and the 
sales circuit, with view to launching the new supply system in the city of Maputo, 
the Maputo Supply Organization Office met yesterday afternoon with more than 100 
retail merchants who had failed to carry their quotas of daily necessities to supply 
the population during December and January. 


The meeting--which was conducted with the active participation of the retailers in 
the search of solutions for the difficulties in this sector--was designed to bring 
out the reasons behind the delay or the failure on the part of so many merchants 

to prepare a survey of those products as well as to detect any possible shortcomings 
or mistakes on the part of the new wholesalers organization, the Supply Enterprise 
of the City of Maputo, with a view to correcting those mistakes. 


Speaking on the occasion, Mario Guerreiro, director of the GOAM [Maputo Supply 
Organization Office], noted that last December 97 merchants failed in promptly 
picking up their normal quotas of supplies involving 11 products indicated under the 
new supply system and that in January the number of cases of noncompliance involved 
18 retailers; he noted that his situation shows that we are not yet working the way 
we should. 


Merchant's Social Function 


According to the official, since last October, when the process of preparatory meet- 
ings for the organization and joint planning of the new drive was started, that is, 
the drive to be launched in the supply sector in Greater Maputo, it was emphasized 
during all meetings that the New Supply System must not fail, ranging from the 
office all the way to the consumer, going through the wholesale enterprise and the 
retailers, These meetings were intended to brief the merchants so that they will 
assume the role they must play in making sure that the 11 planned products will 
without fail reach each and every one of the 750,000 inhabitants of our city in all 
of the 96 districts in Greater Maputo. 


"But we still find that there are merchants that do not meet the pickup schedule, 
giving various reasons, some of which clearly point to a lack of responsibility

and which we are not inclined to accept since the merchant has the job of making 
sure that the products reach the consumer," said the director of the GOAM, 


Severely criticing these attitudes, Mario Guerreiro said that the New Supply System 
cannot be made to depend on one merchant or the other who is not aware of his social 
function, 


"Under the New Supply System, no merchant can fail to carry the products he must 
carry because this means that the consumers who have to buy at his establishment 
will not be supplied. We are not going to put up with that; either you run the 
store as a retailer or we are going to give the store to somebody else who can." 


The remarks showed that there were also failures on the part of the wholesale enter- 
prise. One of these, admitted by the GOAM management itself, had to do with billing 
(which is going to be mechanical under the new supply system); the procedure was 


entirely too inadequate and sometimes caused delays in meeting the established 
schedule, 


Another issue raised and accepted by the head table had to do with the fact that 
some merchants were not able to pick up all of the products during December because 
they were still picking up the normal quotas involving supplementary products for 
the holidays, and this action was not preceded by sufficient information for all 
merchants. 


The overwhelming majority of those who had been complying with the regulations pre- 
sented unacceptable explanations, such as "I did not go to pick up the stuff because 
I had personal problems," lack of transportation facilities, including one rather 
strange case where a merchant alleged “lack of time."

RESTAURANT MANAGEMENT PASSES TO PRIVATE ENTERPRISE

[Text] "Is there coffee?" 

"No, the machine broke down" (some months ago). 

“How about sandwiches?" 

"We're out of bread. All we have is juice." 


“"Hah...Good bye." And we never set foot in there again. On the other hand, cafes 
and restaurants are now making an appearance, restaurants so crowded that you 
can't get a table. 


How is this situation explained? Why are some establishments jammed and others 
deserted? We find examples of the latter, whether they are under public or 
private management, although for obvious reasons the private establishments 
generally provide better service. What justification is there for keeping 
establishments like these in operation? Why continue to pay for parasitism? 


According to informed sources, the restaurants and cafes are gradually being 
converted into privete establishments in accordance with higher-level directives. 
Nonetheless, we repeat, the fact that some restaurants are private and others are 
still managed by the workers does not explain why some of them are inviting and 
others are to be avoided. It is a matter of disorganization, carelessness, lack 
of discipline, passivity, corruption, theft and parasitism, which the FRELIMO 
Party launched the current political and organizational offensive to combat. 


Once the enemy has been dislodged from the midst of the workers and the structures 
where it has infiltrated, the organizational machinery will begin to function 
properly. There are already examples in the hotel industry to demonstrate this.

[Excerpts] Practical and theoretical training was given at the technical school of 
the OJM [Mozambique Youth Organization], located in the region of Moatize, Province 
of Tete, to 59 students coming from the provinces of Gaza, Maputo, Sofala, and Tete. 


Founded in April 1980, the school trains students in general locksmithing and civil 
engineering for a period of 3 years. 


Since this is a school which accommodates youngsters from various parts of the 
country, there were difficulties of a social nature among the students because some 
of them were not accustomed to living in an international population center and in 


a group. 


However, as a result of the intensive effort on the part of the FRELIMO Party and 
the political studies which were being carried out there, problems relating to di- 
visionism, tribalism, and individualism were resolved. Right now, the students are 
doing their work in groups. 


In addition to the Mozambican instructors, there are six team members from the FDJ 
(Free German Youth) who.are teaching at the National Technical School of the OJM in 
Moatize and who have been working side by side with our young people since 1978. 


The arrival of these young people from the FDJ in Mozambique is a part of the im- 
plementation of the agreement signed between the FDJ and the OJM regarding relations 
of friendship existing between the two youth organizations. 


The teacher shortage is one of the difficulties which the national technical school 
of the OJM is experiencing.

READERS STRESS NEE!) FOR BETTER SELECTION OF FOREIGN COOPERANTS 
Beira NOTICIAS DA BEIRA in Portuguese 11, 14 Jan 81 
{11 Jan 81, pp 2, 6) 


[Excerpts] Last year I saw a friend of mine here in Beira who told me what a friend 
of ours had confessed regarding the present rather pleasing form in which NOTICIAS 

DA MAPUTO reports highway robbery and accidents. He told me that this friend of ours 
said: "At last there is democracy in the press." 


Il agree with him and now I say this: "Democracy is indeed coming to our press," 
although rather timidly at that. It will arrive fully the day the journalists cover 
and publish robbery and accidents involving people on the highway or anything else 
in our daily life. 


I am saying this in connection with the "Daily Record," published in NOTICIAS DA 
BELRA on 10 January. The fact is that the "question" of cooperants really under- 
scores our underdevelopment in material and mental terms, In some cases you have 
sabotage and a somewhat concealed contempt for those who gave their lives to liberate 
the fatherland from exspoliation. The enemy is smart, he knows--and utilizes the 
fact--that the nucleus of officials shaped during the armed struggle is relatively 
small for the vast problems that have to be taken care of and so the enemy can 
operate more with impunity. 


The cooperants, whom I know in Maputo are all ready to do their duty when it comes 
to training Mozambican cadres. Here, in Beira, I already heard somebody say that it 
is the government and not he who should undergo this kind of cadre training. On 
another occasion, the same cooperant said that he was doing his job in teaching but 
that "they" are not up to standard. 


The most crying aspect here involves hiring. There is no central office that handles 
contacts with countries and labor union organizations or communist and socialist 
parties concerning the importing of technology. There is an office in Maputo on 
Eduardo Mondlane Avenue, in Polana, which has to do with international cooperation, 
but its efforts cannot yet be felt or it is concerned only with finding apartments 
for those people and taking care of other little items that are "indispensable" 

(for the well-being of the cooperant?). This is why officials in charge of Mozam- 
bican enterprises go to Europe to hire the friend of a friend of a fricnd. This is 

a serious matter (it might even facilitate the entry of CIA people and others) and 
there is as yet no central agency to handle this matter. 
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One of those cooperants told me once upon a time in the course of a conversation 
that "Dr So-and-so came to my house (back home) to ask me whether I would agree to 
go to Mogambique and what terme I would demand," This meana that Mozambique does 
not know how much it is going to have to pay for certain services (nor does it seem 
to care); everything depends exclusively on the “cooperant."” And so the message is 
passed on from one friend to the next. Mozambique does not demand suitability; 
Mozambique does not demand professional competence; Mozambique does not care about 
political affiliation; Mozambique only knows that it is an underdeveloped country, 
a country of illiterates. 


At the end of 1979, another cooperant, the manager of a government enterprise, 
terminated his contract and returned to his homeland only to come back later because 
he had an interesting invitation to form another government enterprise. He also 
hired certain specialists on request of the new company directors (who had been 

his subordinates before). He contacted a series of individuals who imposed their 
own conditions and agreed to cooperate; he sent a list of names and demanded that 
the entry visas be issued as quickly as possible. In the meantime, he found out 
that they did not all follow the same political persuasion; one of them said: "At 
any rate, I only advised a couple of people because in recent times they have not 
shown any inclination toward either side." What side are they on? They are, to 

put it bluntly, apolitical. In Mozambique, although we are illiterate, we do 

know and we do believe that there is no such thing as being apolitical; but could 

it be that this manager, who has a doctorate, is unaware of this truth’? Well, I 

am not going to report here the behavior and the demands of those "apoliticals” once 
they arrive in Mozambique. 





On the other hand, Mozambicans, who have never been out of the country, chose a 
foreign nationality and became cooperants with the right to transfer to countries 
which they do not know anything about. This could have been accepted during the 
first couple of years (or at most 3 years) in certain special fields, but not for 
civil service personnel and supervisors. For those people, 2 years is a lot, very 
much, 


These Mozambican cooperants in Mozambique even say that they do not have to attend 
political meetings at the enterprise because they are “cooperants” and because their 
contracts explicitly prohibit that. But I ask you this: is not working in Mozambique 
the practical implementation of the party's policy? Does not enterprise management 
imply a knowledge and application of party policy? Well, that is not all they say; 
they say much more, although this is not the place to print it, in other words, 
symptoms of our underdevelopment (in some cases more mental than material). 


There are things which we should not allow. We must discover those things ourselves. 
We must realize that we are capable, as capable as the "others." 


There are many other aspects connected with this topic which I could bring up here 
but I think that what I said above adds a little bit to the many things that we have 
been finding out and that we have been witnessing every day. 


Finally, I would like to say to (or ask) the agencies that may be confronted with the 
need of discussing this problem, that they should discuss it and that they should 
make sure that everybody else discusses it.

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Editor's Note; We would like to emphasise here that thie issue ia not directed 
againat cooperation in general and much less so against cooperants, As a matter of 
fact, Mozambique is a developing soctalist state and, due to historical conditions, 
it must import technology which it does not have (and it will have to continue to 
do so for many years to come). 


Lt is therefore important not to confuse the good fruit, which is represented by 
honest, true, and sincere cooperation, with anything that is contrary to these con- 
cepts, anything that is harmful to our process. To eliminate underdevelopment, 

we must import technology and that does not in any way signify mental colonization. 


We must correct some mistakes that were made here, Above all, we must devote at- 
tention to aspects which were pointed out in the letter from our reader. It would 
be extremely negative=-highly negative as a matter of fact=--to try to develop anti- 
cooperantisam, because that in effect would help slow our advance down, 


As for the question of “democracy” in our press, which the reader mentions initially, 
we think that it always existed and that it did not begin with the simple fact that 
NOTICIAS OF MAPUTO began to publish news on highway robbery and accidents. Democracy 
is not just that. tt is much, much more and it would take us much time and much 
Space to talk about that subject. But we can discuss it when the reader wants once 
again to appear at our editorial office.

[Excerpts] More on Waste and Cooperation 


We publish an article from our reader Alberto Chissico in this section today on waste 
and cooperation. 


"We are a recently independent country with a lack of technology, due to historical 
facts, and this is why we have to import it, 


"This importing effort must be planned and controlled and it must be in line with 
the real necessities so that we will not make the mistake of allowing ourselves to 
engage in opportunist adventures and all kinds of experiments, which show up in all 
revolutions, under the simple pretext of suffering technological inadequacies. 


"We repeat: cooperation is necessary when it is intended to help the country rapidly 
emerge from its condition of underdevelopment, essentially collaborating in the 
training of domestic cadres who will gradually be filling the gaps which have for so 
long been left by the internationalist cooperant. The latter very naturally will 

go back to his own home country after having done his internationalist duty. We are 
inclined to see to it that cooperation will not be an eternal thing. The day will 
have to come when we are going to have to rely on ourselves. And that will be the 
beginning of the end of underdevelopment. 


"The country needs technically and politically trained cadres so that they may in 
fact be the builders of socialism, the way of development chosen by our vanguard 
party. For this purpose, cooperation will have to be in line with that necessity. 











"Ie ia therefore very urgent=-if you will allow me--it is absolutely vital to hire 
foreign technicians. 


"The nature of our way of development demands that the two aspectsa=-political and 
technical=--supplement each other so that we do not inherit ‘apolitical’ or technical- 
ly weak cadres. 





"There are as a matter of fact good cooperants who come to cooperate in the true 
sense of the word, They are eager and dedicated in doing their job and, as specified 
in their contracts, they abide by the country's lawe and they devote themselves to 
the task of training domestic cadres, which is one of the clauses in the cooperation 
contract. 


"On the other hand, there are others and we must not be afraid of the truth--they 
do little or nothing or, what is even worse, they talk too much. 


"We are not afraid of saying this because we are sure that the good and true cooper- 
ants are not going to be stung by our criticism, But the phony cooperants will be 
stung, and some of them were in the country in 1975 and never thought of any contracts 
but they nevertheless did exploit the opportunity when it arose. 


"While these individuals on the one hand sabotage our economy, sapping its strength, 
causing an expenditure of foreign exchange which we are so short of, although we do 
not know whether they are doing this consciously or unconsciously, on the other hand 
we cannot allow them on top of all this to insult us and to make fun of us because 
in that way we would not be paying proper tribute to the blood spilled by those who 
fought in an effort to return our personality to us and to deliver us from the 
insults of the colonists. 


"Naturaily, it is much easier to kick out an incompetent citizen of the country than 
a foreigner due to the implications this might have. But we must have the courage 

to do that, otherwise we are going to contribute not only to the strangulation of 

our economy and the obstructing of the country's development but we will also be 
discrediting the mass of workers in the face of the agencies that must handle matters 
of this kind. 


“How much longer are we going to tolerate that situation? 


"We are certainly not going to wait for the end of the decade, Without wishing to 
interfere in affairs which do not have any relevance here, we suggest to the proper 
agencies that they should be stricter and more demanding both in contract renewals 
and in hiring new technicians."

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PORTUGUESE TEACHING COOPERATION=-In an effort to update the knowledge and work 
methods of Mozambican engineers, assigned to various activity sectors throughout 

the country, the “Eduard Mondlane” University in Maputo has, for several days now, 
been giving a second-level course on the topic of “Special Foundations.” The course 
is directed by Portuguese professor Barreiros Martina, a department head, who came 
to Mozambique upon the invitation of the Department of Civil Engineering, Mozambican 
Academy, barreiros Martins, an outstanding specialist, currently director of the 
Mining Engineering School, until 1974 was director of engineering courses at the 
Mozambican University. Among the subjects taught, the course takes up construction 
processes involved in foundations using pilings, drains, steel posts, and founda- 
tions for vibrating machinery. These construction processes are widely used in 
Mozambique and are commonly employed in the construction of bridges, big buildings, 
ports, and water power facilities. It is expected that this course will end within 
a few weeke; it is currently being attended by 17 civil engineers and students in 
this special field.

Mr. Nujoma would say — 
require time to consolidate their position 
The fact that Mr. Reagan is about to 
become President has unfortunately given 
new courage to the men of Pretoria. 
However. it 1s short-sighted of them to 
think they have won a victory in Geneva. 
The ending of the talks will have two 
far-reaching consequences First. Mr 
Nujoma has said he will immediately 
intensify the guerrilla war he 1s waging from 
Angola’ The reverses his forces have 
suffered make it likely that Mr Nujoma will 
look to fnendly nations — notably Russia 
and Cuba — to provide more help than they 
have in the past. The prospect is that the 
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fighting will escalate and become 
internationalised. (The OAL, incidentally, 
is again demonstrably impotent.) Secondly, 
Swapo will press for mandatory United 
Nations sanctions against South Africa. 
Recent history seems to indicate that 
sanctions are not an effective weapon; the 
most serious sufferers might well be black 
states like Zimbabwe. Zambia and Malawi. 
However. the mere discussion of sanctions 
will have the effect of forcing the West to 
decide where exactly its economic and 
strategic interests lie. as well as what moral 
stands it is prepared to make.

ing for taking sides with South 
Africa or black Africa — if an unbridgeable 
divide so long avoided is opening up at last

America and Britain have vetoed previ- 
ous attempts to impose general sanctions on 
South Afnca. They probably will again, but 
with growing embarrassment. 

Nigeria has demonstrated in the past that 
it is prepared to use the vast economic 
power it wields to make unmistakably clear 
to Western capitals what exactly 1s 
involved, no doubt President Shagan will 
play a leading part in the diplomatic activity 
now beginning. The ending of the Geneva 
conference may appear in history as the 
beginning of apartheid’s last stand.

LIBYAN THREAT TO COUNTRY DISCUSSED 
Paris LE MONDE in French 9, 10 Jan 61

[Text] Although it has not experienced a Libyan invasion, 
as has its neighbor, Chad, Niger has nonetheless been sub- 
ject to very strong pressure from the Tripoli government. 

Our special correspondent Philippe Decraene, who recently 

visited Niger, here takes stock of the threats coming 

from Libya. 


Niamey--"Every country has internal quarrels and ethnic and national characteristics. 
It is those very characteristics that a certain Libyan named Qadhdhafi wants to 
seize upon in order to carry on subversion here," the president of the Republic of 
Niger said in November. 


Relatively moderate, the words of Lt Col Kountche nonetheless mark an escalation in 
the deterioration of relations between Niamey and Tripoli. Several weeks earlier, 
in fact, the Nigerian chief of state had observed total silence in the face of 

Col Qadhdhafi's attacks against his government. 


The printed press and Nigerian radio have also emerged from their reserve. In the 
columns of the daily LE SAHEL, Capt Tanja Amadou, minister of the Interior, and 
Brah Mahamane, minister of Rural Development, had occasion to express straight out 
what they thought of the aims of President Qadhdhafi in Africa. Under the heading 
"Qadhdhafi, False Brother," both men stigmatized "the subversive aims" of the 
Libyan president and recalled "the heroic struggles of the sons of Niger against 
colonial penetration."' And they concluded, "Niger, which has always given sincere 
and loyal cooperation to the Libyan Arab Jamahariya, will not be a Chad, no matter 
what they are saying!" 


The Nigerian ambassadors abroad were urged to echo the government's charges; the 
government intends in its turn to go on the offensive. The Niamey authorities re- 
proached the Libyans for engaging in alarmist propaganda with Nigerian pilgrims on a 
pilgrimage to Mecca, and for inciting, "with the complicity of certain elements in- 
side Niger," pupils, high school and college students to strike. 
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"Big Brother" Tripoli 


Toward Niger, a8 toward other Sahelian states, Libya obviously intends to play the 
role of guide, at first on the religious and cultural level. The magnificent Great 
Mosque which is rising today in the Nigerian capital and is its most beautiful archi- 
tectural ornament, was built and is being decorated with Libyan funds. Construction 
of several other mosques throughout the country was also financed by Libya. The 
Libyan Cultural Center in Niamey, which is showing in its windows numerous photo- 
graphs showing the military potential of the Libyan armies, is attracting certain 
elements of Nigerian youth. 


Already, for a long time--this was confirmed for us in Niamey by very diverse 
sources--, Libya has been recruiting Nigerians, as much to swell the ranks of fight- 
ers in the Polisario Front as to join the members of the famous "Islamic Legion." 

In reality, the latter includes not only elements from the Sahel States (Mauritania, 
Mali, Niger and Chad), but also Maghribians (mostly Tunisians) and Central Africans. 


Col Qadhdhafi, on the other hand, believes he has a certain protector's role vis-a- 
vis the white minorities who people the Sahelian states whose governments are black: 
Tuaregs of Mali and Niger, Toubous of Niger and Chad. The Tripoli authorities hand 
out Libyan passports very liberally to Malians, Nigerians and Chadians who ask for 
them. Many of the latter are enrolled in the ranks of the Islamic Legion, or even 
sometimes in the Libyan regular army, while the majority of them find work on the 
Oil sites in the interior of the country, or in firms in Tripoli and Bengazi. 


In a meeting held last October in Oubari, in southwestern Libya, Col Qadhdhafi did 
not hesitate to attack the Niamey and Bamako authorities head-on, accusing them of 
persecuting certain elements of their populations: "The Libyan frontiers are open 
to Tuaregs, free sons of the Arab nation, who are suffering repression and extermin- 
ation camps in Mali and Niger," he said on that occasion. At the time that state- 
ment caused Niamey to smile all the more because everyone knows in Niger that the 
Tuaregs are Berbers who have nothing to do linguistically and ethnically with the 
"Arab nation,"’ against which they have often fought. 


The Nigerian leaders know that they should not take lightly the threats of a power- 
fully-armed neighbor with which they share severa] hundred km of common border. 

For several years already, Libyan soldiers have occupied the Nigerian oasis of 
Toummo and, despite the protests of the Niamey authorities, have never agreed to re- 
store this well to its owners. 


Like the Chadian Toubous of Tibesti, the Nigerian Toubous of Kaouar and Djado have 
been subject to intense Libyan propaganda. Portraits of Col Qadhdhafi circulate in 
the encampments along with blankets and foodstuffs sold by Libya. President Kountche 
is feeling increasingly concerned about the new developments in the situation in 
Nd'jamena. "We are suffering the direct effects of this drama,"' he told us, " be- 
cause of the Toubous, because of the oil, because of foreign interference, but es- 
pecially because we are afraid the example will be contagious, and because we are 
making the security at our borders a priority objective..." 


The Nomads' Mortgage 
Nevertheless, if we exclude the region of Nguigmi, the border of Lake Chad, it seems 


that, curiously, in the face of the Chad tragedy indifference has succeeded worry in 
public opinion. On the other hand, the Nigerian chief of state does not 
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underestimate the considerable mortgage that the deterioration of the situation in 
Chad is placing on all of the Western and Central African continent. 


However, the Nigerian authorities are convinced that they have serious assets with 
which to face the threat of destabilization coming from Libya: the absence of a 
nomad problem, the support of neighbors such as Algeria or Nigeria, the cooperation 
with France and above all the control of the state apparatus by the army. 


A Tuareg from the Filingue region, Mouddour Zacharia, since deceased, formerly took 
pride in his racial brothers. Perched high on a dromedary, for nearly 15 years he 
led all the official processions, giving each time a dazzling demonstration of his 
cavalier qualities. Already responsible for a secretariat of state for chieftainry 
and nomad affairs at the time of the Defferre framework law, he was put in charge of 
nomad and Saharian affairs until the coup d'etat of April 1974. 


Niamey being convinced that there are no more problems in its domain, nomad affairs 
now falls under the Interior Ministry. Two Tuaregs are in the government. ‘There 
are no more nomads, only cattle-breeding Nigerians,"' President Kountche re oats over 
and over, and he states, "I abolished the Nomad Affairs Ministry because nted to 
avoid giving the impression that was persisting in Niger that there classe» apart..." 


Severely tested by the drought of 1974-1979, the Tuaregs went south, where they be- 
came sedentarized, and even to Nigeria, where they settled in the cities. Some are 
currently returning to their traditional areas of transhumance, where the livestock 
is being reconstituted little by little, or they are working for mining companies 
which are exploiting uranium and coal in the Agadez region. 


A young administrative cadre of Tuareg origin affirms, "If many nomads have chosen 
to live in Niger, it is precisely because they do not feel marginalized there. The 
government has given them livestock, has dug wells, is helping them resettle. It is 
nonetheless true that, in contrast to the practices in effect under the previous re- 
gime and in the colonial era, the military do not want to resort to a systematic po- 
licy of aid for the nomads."' Thus, when the Salt Cure was organized in 1980 at 
In-Gall, the nomads listened to many political speeches, but were not entitled to 
the usual distribution of sugar, tea and cloth that the French officers and the co- 
lonial administrators had made a point of. The Nigerian government believes today 
that the nomads are rather reliable because they have not been the object of special 
favors designed to cinch their loyalty. 


The Algerians practising a more or less similar policy with regard, for example, to 
the Tuareg of Hoggar, Niamey attached a great price to maintaining close relations 
with Algeria, its powerful neighbor to the north which is a useful counterbalance to 
the Libyan force of attraction. "Whatever regime is established in Algiers, it will 
need Niger to preserve free access to Nigeria,"' a Western diplomat told us, and then 
concluded, "Neither Algiers nor Lagos would stand around with its arms folded if 
Libya seriously attacked Niger's territorial integrity..." 


President Shagari of Nigeria maintains good relations with his Nigerian counterpart. 
A native of the North, he was born in a province that since time immemorial has been 
living in cultural and economic symbiosis with certain parts of southern Niger. The 
Nigerian Katsina and the Maradi and Tessaoua sultanates are united by ties that de- 
pend on both ethnic kinship and political allegiance, as well as on Islam. 
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The intermixing of populations between the two countries is constant, Many Niger- 
ians emigrate temporarily to Lagos, where it is easy for them to find jobs, For 
their part, many Yoroubu merchants from Nigeria are living in the cities of Niger 

and peddling in the interior of the country. Like the Niamey government, the Lagos 
government does not appreciate Col Qadhdhafi's methods. Like Niamey, it is hostile 
to the Libyan intervention in Ched. Forced to close their eyes before numerous vio- 
lations of their sovereignty, including utilization of air space or certain airports, 
by the Libyans, in the Maiduguri region, the Nigerians share with their northern 
neighbors the same distrust for the "Libyan big brother." 


The Niamey-Paris Axis 


Five to six thousand Frenchmen are currently living in Niger, including 1,000 in the 
area surrounding the Air Uranium Mines. They have never been so numerous. French 
cooperation alone represents one quarter of the foreign aid. However, it is drop- 
ping proportionately, because it is not growing as fast as the monetary erosion, and 
because Niger has always tried very hard to diversify its »»°tners. Thus, in the 
field of agriculture, for example, France is financing pro, ccts in the Dosso region, 
Canada is doing the same in Diffa, the Federal Republic of Germany in Tahoua and 
Agadez, the United States in Niamey and the World Bank in Maradi. 





From 1970 to 1979, public aid granted to Niger was on the order of 400 billion CFA 
francs, 34 percent of it from France. However, the total number of French cooper- 
ants is declining. At present there are 431 posts, two thirds of them held by teach- 
ers. About 30 posts are still vacant because they require high-level technicians, 
who can already get higher salaries in Europe. 


Among the large projects being financed by France are the installing of the national 
television system and the extension of the telecommunications system, both vital op- 
erations for a country that is twice the size of France. France will also partici- 
pate in building the Kandadji Dam, north of Niamey near the Mali border. The work 
is scheduled to begin in 1982. Production of electricity from the dam and from the 
Anon-Araren Coalmines should enable Nigerians to free themselves from the onerous 
servitude that accompanies the importation of fuel. 


Of course, relations between the two countries go through tepid phases followed by 
warming-up phases. The French attitude in the field of trade relations irritates 
Nigerians somewhat. They would like to see their French partners disposed to quickly 
alleviate the consequences of the drop in uranium prices. but for now the Niamey- 
Paris axis seems to be solid. In President Kountche's opinion, maintaining it, like 
maintaining the military presence at the head of the state, is still one of the best 
guarantees of Niger's stability. Though he is less positive on relations with Paris, 
he is categorical on the second point, as when he says to us, with no further com- 
ment, "There is no question at the moment of giving over to civilians, nor even of 
returning to the regime of the parties, while our Nigerian neighbors envisage bring- 
ing back five to two or three times that number of authorized parties in their coun- 
try."

[Text] 2. A Certain Disenchantment 


Niamey--''The army will not hesitate to strike,"' a headline across page one of the 
governmental daily LE SAHEL proclaims; it reproduces the entire text of a speech 
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given in Maradi by Lt Col Seyni Kountche, Kountche, who took possession of the gov- 
ernment by a coup d'etat on 15 April 1974, does not have the reputation of being a 
demagogue. More concerned with effectiveness than with popularity, he does not mince 
words and his fellow countrymen know it, A tough gaze, a closed countenance, refer- 
ring constantly in his speeches to the imperative necessity for effort, he assigns 
himself as his sole preoccupations, he says, respect for order, maintaining the na- 
tional unity, acceleration of development. 


In Maradi President Seyni Kountche once more took up the themes that are dear to him, 
calling on the carpet in particular certain elements of the Niamey population whom he 
calls "defeatists" and "alarmists,." 


He adds, threateningly, "More than ever, we are not going to give anything to anyone 
in the interest of the Nigerian people." 


Out of 20 ministers in the Nigerian government, only 7 are from the military. 
President Kountche stresses the fact that there is no question, for now, of return- 
ing to the old party regime, vot even if it were to be a single party such as exist- 
ed under former President Diori Hamani. The latter, with whom we were able meet for 
an hour in the presence of one military man and one civilian, is still deprived of 
his freedom. As is often repeated in the presidential entourage, "clemency" is not 
"weakness.'' Installed in a villa overlooking the banks of the Niger, he is closely 
watched by soldiers under the command of a gendarmerie captain. 


"To put the House in Order Again" 


After six years in power, President Kountche continues to set an example of strict- 
ness. He gladly makes routine inspections still, unexpectedly visiting ministries 
and public departments, factories and private firms, reprimanding those that are not 
demonstrating zeal, dealing ruthlessly with the idlers. ‘The first thing to do is 
to put the house in order again,"' is one of his favorite expressions. He suddenly 
decided to close the bars and nightclubs. 


The chief of state went to war against the corruption that was beginning to develop, 
because of a decline in buying power of around 20 percent. "Racketeering and the 
temptation to surrender to the seductions of money earned without effort are hard to 
eradicate, but we wiil get there in the end," the chief of state told us in contirn- 
ing the arrest of the secretary general of the government for misappropriating funds. 
On one of the main squares in the center of Niamey a huge banner proclaims, "No more 
racketeering by government agents!'' Unlike what is happening in other neighboring 
countries, especially in Mali, this is not a slogan devoid of meaning. 


"Niger is not Nigeria," a young minister told us, adding, "It is the recent and rela- 
tive enrichment of the country, following the mining boom that was due to the expan- 
sion of exploitation of uranium, that is behind the appearance of misappropriations. 
At the outset, there are very often foreign companies that resort to the system of 
bribery in order to try to eliminate competition." 


By turning its back on leniency, the government caused a certain fear psychosis 
which it obviously did not seek to create and of whose very existence it seems to be 
ognorant. Many of the people we walk with obstinately shy away from questions. One 
of them, a resident foreigner, answers straight out, "I am content to listen to the 
radio every day, to see whether it is broadcasting the usual programs, or military 
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music--to see if the regime is still in place. Do as I do," 


In school or university circles, which are traditionally anti-authority, as they are 
everywhere, the defense reflex also prevails. ''The young are afraid of the police 
because they have no points of reference, because they don't know what is happening 
in the rest of the world," said one of the rare Niamey University professors who do 
not flee from contact with the visitors passing through, and he went on, "The fact 
that many people here know that Seni Kountche is a former intelligence officer in- 
creases everyone's fears. Everyone prefers to keep quiet." 


Although the former politicians, who in Niamey are called "the old boubous" [trans- 
lation unknov.",, have not entirely yielded, although a fraction of the young people 
awaits an Opportunity to protest, all of this remains diffuse, imprecise, difficu't 
to understand. On the other hand, what shines forth in broad daylight is, on one 
hand, the real disenchantment of the political leaders over the deterioration of 
uranium prices--this ore is the only real source of wealth--, and on the other hand, 
the fears of those same circles with respect to the initiatives deployed by Libya in 
black Africa. 


Mai Maigana, the minister of Economic Affairs, Commerce and Industry, who is a very 
close associate of former President Diori Hamani, today is one of the technocrats on 
whom the chief of state leans with the utmost confidence. Sparing no effort, com- 
pletely behind the policy of strictness preached by the president, profoundly na- 
tionalist, he worries about the recent evolution of uranium prices on the world mar- 
ket. 


Mai Maigana recalls that in September at the annual meeting of the International 
Uranium Institute in London, the experts sent up a cry of alarm, asserting that un- 
less new uranium deposits were discovered quickly, the developed world would be in 
danger of being hit by a great shortage. "What is happening, then, " he asks, "when 
at the precise moment when everyone seems to be dreading a shortage to arrive soon 
in Europe and the United States, the prices fall?" Like most of his colleagues, our 
interlocutor denounces what he calls ‘'the obvious manipulations" of prices and "the 
constant blackmail practised on the Africans." 


The End of the Mining Gold Mine 


‘Logically, we should sell our uranium very high," says the chief of state himself. 
"But our partners claim to be buying it at clearance-sale prices."' And he adds, 
"It is clear that the Westerners intend to control uranium prices and want to pre- 
vent a shock in this area like the one tney have already suffered over their oil 
purchases."' 


President Kountche indicates, "If the companies to whom we sell our ore agree to pay, 
as they say they intend to do, only 18,000 CFA francs a kilogram instead of 22,000, 
the gap for Niger to make up will be about 8,500 million CFA francs per year. And 
so, in the name of the well-understood solidarity between us, our partners must find 
formulas for subsidies or loans that will enable us to avoid the financial conse- 
quences, which would be disastrous for our economy." 


Since 1974, the year the military took power, Nigerian uranium exports have tripled, 
going from 1,200 tons of uranium metal to 3,500 tons. In addition, between 1974 and 
1979, a record year, the price of the ore almost quintupled, going from 5,000 to 
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23,500 CFA frances a hilo, But last October they had fallen to 15,600 CPA francs. 
"Whereas at certain times Libya paid as much as 29,000 CPA francs,'' a European ex- 
pert told us nostalgically, 


The Nigerian budget, properly administered, has increased continuously. From about 
20 billion CFA francs in 1974, the government's revenues had more than tripled in 
1978, widely exceeding 66 billion CFA francs, which made it possible then to re- 
lease 27 billion for investment. During the same period the gross domestic product 
went trom 138 billion to 372 billion CFA francs. But the end of the mining gold 
mine threatens to bring into question again the country's whole budgetary and finan- 
cial equilibrium, 


"The damage to the Three Mile [sland power plant in March 1979 slowly created a sig- 
nificant psychological shock and caused a massive reduction in purchases of uranium 
ore throvghout the world. We are in danger of becomi', ‘he victims of the ground 
swell carvied by the ecologist movement throughout tle | orld," a holder of high of- 
fice in Niger told us. 


On the spot, in kastern Niger, in this little mining ..dorado made up of the Air 
massif and its spurs, the atmosphere is scarcely appreciably different from that of 
Niamey. Also, in Arlit, 300 km from the Algerian border, we heard this bitter com- 
mentary: ‘France is not playing fair with Niger. It is behaving like an everyday 
customer, whereas in these circumstances its attitude should be dictated less by eco- 
nomic considerations than by concerns of a political nature. If it would agree to a 
minimal financial effort, the French government would prevent serious imbalances that 
are likely to destabilize the country." 


At a site that was entirely desert the adventure began here in 1956, at a time when 
France was attempting to diversify its energy resources and wanted to secure sources 
for regular and significant strategic ore supplies. Two thousand km from the 
Atlantic and trom the Mediterranean, in a place that did not even see caravans pass 
through, a city was created that today has over 25,000 inhabitants. 


The Air Mining Company (SOMAIR) employs 1,500 persons, who annually hack out 

20 million tons of overburden and 5 million tons of ore, or work on processing this 
product in a plant that produces 2,000 tons of uranium metal annually. Neither the 
extraction nor the processing of the ore raises any great problems. Exporting the 
metal barrels that contain 500 kilograms of uranate of soda and importing the chemi- 
cal products necessary for processing the ore, on the other hand, require genuine 
exploits in transportation: 400 km of railroad between the Beninese port of Cotonou 
and Parakou, 1,600 km of road between that city and Arlit--. 


Several km from Arlit, at Akokan, is the largest underground uranium mine in the 
world”. The Akokan Mining Company (COMINAK) there produces 2,200 tons of metal uran- 
ium annually. A 1,200-meter descending shaft allows access to the 25 km of galler- 
ies in which several hundred African miners work who are trained by former Lorraine 
miners who have often come here after first passing through the mines in Zaire, 
Mauritania or Gabon. Akokan, where there are still only 10,000 inhabitants, is often 
mentioned by the Niamey authorities as a successful example of blacks and whites liv- 
ing together harmoniously. 





*The largest open-face uranium mine is in Rossing in Namibia. 
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Another source of satisfaction to the Nigerian government is the Anou-Araren Coal- 
mine, which has just gone into operation, The Nigerian Coalmines Company (SONICHAR) 
quarries there, 1,000 km from the capital, an ore that is of mediocre quality but is 
to set Niger free from the onerous subjection of oil imports. Anou-Araren, which is 
close to the uranium mines, supplies them with the energy they need, enabling the 
country to exploit on its own territory one of its national resources. 


Lastly, bracketed with the running disenchantment over the end of the uranium boom, 
is the governmental team's pride in having terminated--since 1979--a systematic re- 
course to international aid for foodstuffs. Two years ago, in fact, Niger attained 
food self-sufficiency. Food crops have been developed at the expense of industrial 
crops: from 260,000 tons in 1973, peanut production dropped to 74,000 tons in 1979, 
and cotton production dropped from 5,200 to 3,400 tons; but on the other hand, during 
the same period grain production went from 1.159 million tons to 1.484 million tons. 
"The last harvest is meeting 120 percent of the foodstuff needs of the country," we 
were told recently in Niamey. This situation is all the more important because on 
the country's borders rising perils are taking shape, and because the slightest re- 
newal of tension would be likely to contribute to Niger's destabilization.

However, what is known about the Yen 
lzala sect is that it is one of a number of 
fundamentalist groups af work in the 
Mosiem north. Its stated aim is to strike at 
materialiem and privilege and to punfy 
Isiamuc religious practice It is said to be 
against compulsory prayer hours. against 
the need to face Mecca at prayer. against 
such ostentation a8 private houses and the 
possession of wrist-watches 

Their leader, Muhammadu Marwa. was 
believed to have been deported from Kano 
in |96., but he seemed to have re-emerged 
in Nigeria in 1978 when his followers 
caused disturbances in Naidugun. Borno 
State. during which 4 police inspector was 
killed Angered by this incident. the Borno 
police command went into action and 
destroved the hide-outs of the fanaucs. 
forcing them to flee the area. They seemed 
to have settied in Kano a few months ago. 
when it was reported that some religious 
fanatics were attacking people indiscnm- 
nately there Governor Rimi was said to 
have been duly informed at the ume of 
these killings but he “decided to handle it 
his own way He was reported to have 
written a letter to Muhammadu Marwa. 
threatening him with deportation if the 
indiscnimunate killings were not stopped 

An attempt to make powtical capital out 
of the inendent — in particular. to biame 
Chief Obaferm Awolowo. leader of the 
Unity Party of Nigeria — has been made by 
the PRP Chief Whip in the House of 
Representatives. Dr Junaid S Muham- 
mad. He said that his parts belveved that the 
bloody situanon in Kano was not a mere 
religious fanaticism dv a few zealots but ‘a 
curetuily conceived pian by Mossad — the 
Israel Zionsst Secret Service — the host of 
Chief Awolowo Junng his visits to israeli — 
to recruit non-Nigenans. train them in the 
use of modern weapons and urban guernila 
tactics. exploit the sparse policing along our 
northern borders. infiltrate the peace and 
by so domg. lead to the overthrow of the 
Federal Government’) Dr Junaid further 
stated “| had on two occasiwns warned my 
good tnend and schoolmate. the Minister 
ot Internal Affairs. Alhay Beilo Maitams 
Yusuf. about the securty implications of 
Chief Awolowo 5 trips to Israel and the trips 
of governors Musa and Rimi. supposedly to 
London and Saudi Arata Unfortunately. 
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the Federal Government thought we were 
either joking or unnecessarily alarmist. | do 
hope that both the minister and the Federal 
Government are now the wwer The PRP 
Chief Whip also claimed to have had some 
intelligence of the Kano nots before many 
le. He said. | warned the Minister of 
nternal Affairs some four months ago 
about this religious crisis in Kano. We have 
no doubt in our mind that behind the facade 


of religious fanaticism is deep polincal 
motivation. | 

Quite clearly. the violence of bullets and 
arrows has been stopped but the violence of 
words is bound to continue for the coming 
weeks. Whatever may be the political 
reasons behind Kano disturbances — if any 
— quite a number of issues artse from the 
situation. In the first place, this affair has 
exposed the inadequacies of the Nigenan 
police in dealing with emergencies of this 
nature. A common criticism of the Nigerian 
police is that they are iil-trained and 
equipped with antiquated weapons 
Secondly, the Kano incident clearly shows 
the laxity on the part of the Nigenan 
intelligence. It should be a matter of serious 
concern that the so-called fanatics from the 
neighbouring countries were abie to beat 
the secunty and immigration officials at the 
border and smuggied themselves and their 
weapons into the country without being 
detected 

An international problem which the 
Kano episode has pointed up is the question 
of refugees. In the past years, Nigeria has 
admutted thousands of refugees from Chad 
and other neighbounng states. Under the 
ECOWAS protocol about the free 
movement of West Afncan nationals 
th out the sub-region. there has been 
an influx of people from the neighbouring 
states into Nigena in search of jobs and 
better prospects in ufe. Nigema has been 

s in weicoming her Afncan 

brothers and sisters. but the Kano riots will 
no doubt arouse hostility against foreign 
nationals in Nigeria. In his reaction to the 
nots. President Shagari noted that most of 
the arrested fanatics were aliens. adding 
that it was a matter of concern that people 
from other countnes had come to abuse 
Nigenan hospitality He warned that 
Nigena could not afford to harbour 
enminals in the name of Afncan unity. He 
stated: “We are for Afncan unity, and not 
for Afmean disintegration.” President 
Shagan remarked that secunty organisa- 
tions in the country have to sit up and make 
sure that all alrens were peace-loving. if not. 
they shouid be sent out 














On aid to victims of the disturbances, the 
President pointed out that the number of 
casualties On both udes, as well as the 
amount ol damage to property, were not yet 
known He said that a full assessment of the 
situation would be made so that the 
government could know the amount of 
assistance it could give. President Shehu 
Shagari gave condolences to all the people 
who lost their relatives and property in the 
disturbances. He thanked the Governor of 
Kano State, Alhays Abubakar Rimi, as well 
as the army and the police for their 
contribution which brought the incident to 
an end. 

The President noted that the spirit of 
co-operation between the government. 
police and army during the period was 
commendable, adding that this should 
continue in time of peace He urged all 


Nigenans to be more vigilant than ever and 
tO report any suspicious movement of 
people to law enforcing agencies. 

e four-man panel — the Kano 
Disturbances Tribunal of Inquiry — 
appointed by President Shagan to 
investigate the cause of the disturbances — 
is headed by Mr. Justice Anthony 
Nnaemezie Amagolu.

POSSIBLE BENEFIT SEEN IN EXPECTED GHANGES IN U.S. POLICY

[Editorial: “New Role for the United States"] 


[Text] Ronald Reagan's key appointments to the cabinet which will be ruling the 
United States starting next month are unmistakenly indicative of a drastically 
different U.S. role in world affairs than that of the weak and wavery one which 
characterized the government of Jimmy Carter. 


The first was the appointment of Gen Alexander Haig as Secretary of State. If this 
appointment is confirmed by the Senate, (there appears to be a fight ahead over 
this) then the American State Department will be getting a military person with 
broad foreign affairs experience, a man who was also top commander of the NATO 
forces in Europe and a man with a realistic view of the strategic interests of the 
West. 


Added to this is the appointment of Prof Jeane Kirkpatrick as the American ambassador 
to the United Nations, where she will be succeeding the controversial black American, 
Don McHenry. 


According to reports this woman, with a sharp intellect and who enjoys full cabinet 
rank, came to the attention of the president-elect through an article in the author- 
itative periodical COMMENTARY in which she expressed extreme criticism of the 
foreign policy of the Carter administration. 


Her basic objections were that the Carter administration, with its excessive 
emphasis on “human rights" and indecision in moments of crisis, has led friendly 
governments which were sympathetic toward the United States, even though they were 
authoritarian or had acted in a disturbing manner, to be replaced by Marxist-minded 
governments which subsequently became inimical toward the United States. 


Her views, which are so clearly the correct ones, are evidently shared by the 
American voters who so overwhelmingly rejected the Carter leadership. 


According to another American periodical, U.S. NEWS AND WORLD REPORT, during the 
coming year the Reagan administration will drastically shift the focus of American 
foreign policy especially by emphasizing American might and firmness in the 
country's actions with respect to the Soviet Union. 
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Although an old American maxim must be remembered, namely: A Republican government 
starts off from the right and then moves toward the center, while a Democratic 
government starts off from the left and then moves to the center, all of the above 
evidence does, however, indicate that the United States will shortly be playing an 
entirely different role in world affairs. 


If such a role is maintained, it could benefit South Africa because of its strategic 
importance for the West. If that is the case, then the United States could also 
play a very fruitful role with respect to South Africa, regarding the necessary 
reforms, in contrast with the Carter administration with its disastrously counter- 
productive policy.

[Text] Last week's accusations by the Angolan president that South Africa is spread- 
ing murder and destruction in his country is merely a part of an established 

pattern which has been followed for several years by the various neighbors of South 
Africa. As soon as they iind themselves unable to cope with their own internal 
problems, they find it suitable to make a lot of noise against the country which, 
despite its own complicated problems, continues to successfully remain progressive. 


The complaints against South Africa are usually so ridiculously farfetched that it 
is not even worthwhile replying to them. However, from time to time, the point is 
reached where it is no longer possible to maintain silence, as is now the case with 
Angola's accusation that South Africa is responsible for the death of nearly 2,000 
civilians and damage amounting to several billion rand in that country. In his 
reply, Defense Minister Magnus Malan effectively refuted this accusation. 


The other members of this raving chorus, which regularly sound out the same mono- 
tonous tones, are countries such as Zimbabwe, Mozambique, Zambia and Lesotho--all 
of them countries which without South African help long ago would have fallen into 
chaotic situations (not that the present situations in some of these countries does 
not already border on chaos). 


Aside of the fact that from time to time it may be necessary to reply to the stream 
of accusations, South Africa will just have to accept this phenomenon as an un- 
avoidable irritation. We can only trust that the leaders of these countries, whose 
attitude is important to South Africa, will have a sufficiently healthy understanding 
to be able to see through the smokescreen created by African countries which do not 
appear to be able to control the blatant evils and mismanagement in their own in- 
ternal affairs.

TREURNILCHT SEES SHIFT IN EMPHASIS, NOT IN APARTHEID 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 19 Dec 80 p 10 
[Article by Van Leopold Scholtz? "The Morality Act Must Stay, Treurnicht Warns"] 


[Text] The Hague--Although Prime Minister P. W. Botha has already stated that the 
existence of the Afrikaners is not dependent on the Morality Act and on the Act on 
Mixed Marriages, he is of the opinion that if these two acts are eliminated this 
could endanger the entire apartheid policy. 


This was the opinion expressed by the leader of the Transvaal Nationalist Party, 
Dr Andries Treurnicht, in an interview which appeared yesterday in the Dutch weekly 
newspaper HAAGSCHE POST. 


"If you get rid of both acts and just let everything go then you immediately en- 
danger the order of things in other areas. I do not wish to say that this will 
immediate’y spell the end of the system, but you are going to create very difficult 
and onerous situations in certain areas. This can endanger the entire policy with 
respect to separate residential areas, schools and voters rolls," stated Treurnicht. 


In reply to a question as to whether there are any actual real changes in the 
apartheid policy he said: "The nature of the system has not been affected. The 
emphasis has shifted and the conduct of the policy has changed, but there is no 
change in the nature of apartheid." 


Even the prime minister's intention of bringing about developmental collaboration 
for the whole of South Africa, without taking into account politica’ borders between 
white and black regions, is, in Treurnicht's opinion, nothing more than a confir- 
mation of the old apartheid policy. "The purpose of economic collaboration is to 
back up the political existence of the black states." Dr Treurnicht's reply to the 
accusation that the present reformation proposals are coming from the upper level 
of authority and that the black man can give only a "yes boss" reply was: "This 

is not true. The black man is being consulted, however, you do not consultation 
with respect to giving up the power that you have. We are not willing to give up 
power. If the black people want to be consulted about this, then they do expect 

to much."

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OPPOS' TION CRITICIZED FOR EMPHASIZING NEGATIVE 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 23 Dec 80 pp 18 
[Editorial: "Praise for Zimbabwe"] 


Text] The indispucable talent of some opposition-minded people to emphasize the 
bad and the ugly in South Africa is exceeded only by their ability in discerning 
what is beautiful and good in their hallucinations as the occasion presents itself. 


This has become apparent again in some opposition newspapers which have given front- 
page prominence to a report that Zimbabwe is expecting a good corn crop. Along 
with this there are euphoric leading articles on how nice it is going to be that, 
after all, Zimbabwe will be doing so well economically and perhaps will even be 

able to export corn to its neighboring untries. 


A stable and prosperous Zimbabwe is surely in the interest of all of southern 
Africa, but this is not going to be realized through naive considerations. 


It would certainly be unreasonable for anybody to suspect that the songs of praise 
of the above-mentioned English-language newspapers are springing forth from the 
possibility that, if their wishes come true, South Africa will be selling less corn 
to other African nations. We are therefore leaving it there, though it must not be 
forgotten that (as often as it has happened in the past) these newspapers are again 
about to count their chickens before they hatch. 


But what is even more apparent in their euphoria actually evokes much more alarm, 
because it discloses a very faulty insight into the nature of a Marxist-Leninist 
government such as Zimbabwe's, which it is indeed, according to that country's own 
acknowledgement. 


The same kind of songs of praise from credulous Western circles were heard decades 
ago with respect to Russia, the primordial mother of the Marxist-Leninist form of 
government, which today continues to accord onlv the scantiest necessities of life 
to Russian citizens who stand in lines so long -hat they stretch around street 
blocks. 


"Scientific socialism" has failed in Russian satellites and "Africa-socialism" has 
also failed in our own continent. 
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Nyerere's "“Ujaama"” has led to impoverishment and famine among millions in Tanzania, 

a country to which even Zimbabwe refuses to give any more credit. People with 

longer memories remember how "promising" Zambia, which today is actually bankrupt, 
started out as an independent country with Kaunda's "Africa-humanisn." But Zimbabwe, 
afflicted with tribal conflicts, waning white confidence and the great Takere 

scandal (Is he the future Stalin of Zimbabwe?) started out in less promising 
circumstances... 


Regardless of all these considerations, it has apparently not sunk into the mind of 
some English newspapers that the existing and prescribed applications of Marxism- 
Leninism in “newly liberated countries” has as its purpose the harnessing of the 
"tools of capitalism" principally for its own use. "Capitalists" are, as it were, 
being coopted mainly for the purpose of laying a better foundation for the coming 
accelerated revolutionary movements. 


This is what is now happening in Zimbabwe and this is the reason why there are 
Signs of declining confidence in that country. Those who close their eyes to this 
reality, regardless of a good corn crop or not, are going to be grimly disillusion- 
ed.

SCLENCE INSTITUTE ENCOURAGES FUEL PRODUCTION FROM ORGANIC WASTE 
Capetown DIE BURGER in Afrikaans 19 Dec 80 p 8 
["From All Sides" Column by Gideon Joubert: "Energy from Branches") 


[Text] Keeromstraat 30, Capetown, 19 Dec--What are we waiting foi? By making fuel 
from waste timber we could save 1,500 million liters of ofl annually! This is 

what the CSIR [Council for Scientific and Industrial Research] and its NIW (National 
Institute on Wood Research) branch are saying after they completed surveys on the 
possible use of generator gas for generating power. According to an article in 
SCIENTIA, the periodical of the CSIR, each year 2.4 million tons of timber, in the 
form of plantation waste, are lost in South Africa, while another 1.5 million tons 
of sawmill remains are also simply thrown away. All this can be used for the pro- 
duction of generator gas. 


When plantations are pruned many branches are left. Only the thick butt ends are 
Suitable for being sawn into planks. All those stumps, branches, leaves and the 

crown branches which are much too thin, are left on the ground where they rot or 

are set on fire. These are simply in the way. 


Everybody knows how much wood in the form of bark, splinters, sawdust, shavings 
and leftover pieces, is thrown into a pile. All of this is good material for pro- 
ducing fuel. 


About 20 percent of the Liquid fuel being used in South Africa can be replaced with 
generator gas, according to the MIW. The institute is so pleased with its findings 
that it is now looking further into the application possibilities of this cheap 
source of energy. 


Forgotten 


Generator gas is nothing new. In the past it has been harnessed repeatedly as a 
substitute for petroleum fuel, as was the case in World War II. This useful source 
of energy was forgotten, however, because after the war oil was abundant and more- 
over it was cheaper. 


After 1973, when the ;~ice of Liquid fuels jumped upwards to new heights and in- 
security about its av ilability increased, scientists began to look at generator 
gas again. 














Generator gas is obtained by partially burning organic materials such as wood. 
Research by the Wood Research Institute definitely shows that generator gas is 
especially suitable for use in stationary engines such as power plants, heaters, 
water pumps, compressors, saw mille and grain mills. 


A number of bakeries have already indicated that generator gas can be used for 
heating and that this cuts down the fuel bill considerably. 


The combustible portion of generator gas consists of carbon monoxide, hydrogen 
and methane. It is obtained from solid fuels such as coal, antracite, coke, wood, 
cornstalks, sawdust, peanut shells, charcoal and bagasse. 


If you do not know what bagasse is, we can tell you that it is the same thing as 
. " Perhaps you do not know what “ampas" is either. 


We also had no knowledge of this until we came across it. This is the fibrous 
residue of sugarcane after the sugar is extracted from it. It is often used as a 
fuel. 


The research is being done by the NIW in Transvaal and our Western Province people 
immediately thought of the possibility of making fuel from vineyard cuttings and 
the pruned branches of fruit trees which are so abundant after pruning time. And 
what about grape skins? 


Versatile 


These materials are partially burned inside a closed gassification chamber and a 
mixture of carbon monoxide, hydrogen, methane, carbonic acid gas, oxygen and 
nitrogen is liberated. This is generator gas. 


The energy liberation of generator gas is equal to 77 percent of that of petrol. 
When burned in air it provides a combustion heat of 1,200 degrees Celsius. 


It is unnecessary to purify the gas if it is used for heating, but it must be cooled 
and purified before it is used in an internal combustion engine. Generator gas is 
versatile. It can be used in running small engines of 5 Kw, but also large indus- 
trial heaters of 10 Mw which work just fine with it. 


Cheap 

The institute figured that the energy obtained from generator gas will be downright 
cheap compared to the price of liquid fuel. It will cost about one-sixth of that 
price. 

Two and a half kg of wood has the same energy value in the form of generator gas 


as 1 liter of petrol. Generator gas costs only 9 cents per ‘iter as against 50 
cents or more per liter for petrol.

If waste wood were to be utilized, then the bulk price of wood could drop even 
further, because all the expense that this would involve wou!d be to gather the 


wood and saw it. 


According to computations, the savings in diesel and petrol costs within an 8-month 
period would be enough to pay for the generator equipment.

RADIO=-CONTROLLED MODEL PLANES USED AS TARGETS

[Text]! While many amateurs of radio-controlled model airplanes will have to wait 
for the weekend to exercise their diversions, a group of people from the Atlas 
Aircraft Corp are at this game every day for the purpose of benefiting the country's 
defense. 


Under the leadership of their section leader, Fred Pottage, these people who are 
stationed at the Simonstown base, are tasked with the assembly, mairtenance and 
flight control of model aircraft. 


These models, which are known as the Meteor-PX-Target Drones, are being used as 
targets by the Permanent Force, the Navy and the Air Force during ground-to-air 
Weapons exercises. 


One Hour in the Air 


Its engine with a displacement of 1,500 em? can develop up to 70 hp. The drone 
flies at a speed of 300 km/h which is maintained constantly, because it does not 
have a speed control. It weighs 160 kg. 


The Meteor is launched at an inclination of 12 degrees, but the engine must first 
attain its maximum revolutions. However, this does not allow the craft to climb. 
For this a l-meter-long rocket is used and this is attached to the aft protion of 


Shearing bolts are emploved to fasten the Meteor and its rocket to this i2 degree 
Slane. Even the rocket is attached to the aircraft with a shearing bolt and is 
under the tension of a large spring. When the ignition takes place it is shot 
forward with a 2-ton propelling force which causes the shearing bolts to break 
loose. The drone is therefore at full speed immediately. With a full tank it can 
stay in the air for about i hour. 


Visual Contact 
Besides the regular aileron and elevator movements, which are controlled from the 


ground by means of radio signals, the aircraft also has a gyroscope which enables 
it to fly at a predetermined aititude. 
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The "pilot" maintains visual contact so that he can transmit the correct commands 

to the radio operator. Usually the aircraft is visible up to a distance of 6 kn, 
but if it disappears out of sight a smoke generator can be turned on by radio, 
Black smoke will then enable the operator to bring the aircraft back to sight range. 


Divers 


Because the Meteor is a complicated electronic target an all out effort must be 
made to bring it back. A complicated landing system has been built into it for 
this purpose. When the craft receives the recovery signal the engine and all air 
control positions are turned off and a parachute allows the little airplane to land 
on land or at sea. It is built to float should it land on water. 


Navy divers see to it that it is brought ashore safely where it will then be thorough- 
ly washed with fresh water to prevent rusting and then it is readied for use again. 


But what happens if the Meteor is shot down? According to thes. people the secret 
is not to actually hit it. When the plane is fired at this it must be done as 
closely as possible to the aircraft, but without actually destroying it.

CHURCH SUPPORTS MILITARY SERVICE--In a soon-to-be-published article, the Dutch Re- 
formed Church speaks out against the refusal to undergo military duty on the basis 
of certain religious objections. People who refuse military duty on grounds of 
certain religious objections are giving ear to their own arbitrary human conscience 
and not to the word of God. This was the statewent made in a newsbreaf of the Dutch 
Reformed Church this week. The refusal of military duty on grounds of religious 
objections is a thorny question which has turned up many times in world history. 

In view of the fact that the country is involved in a struggle to protect it fron- 
tiers and church leaders are expressing themselves in diverging tones in this re- 
spect, The Dutch Reformed Church's General Synod has now set in writing its pro- 
nouncement on this matter. The newsbrief announced that this publication will 
appear soon. In the publication, the General Synod emphasizes that the government 
is an institution of God for maintaining peace and order. "Obedience to God and not 
to arbitrary human conscience is required here. Objection to military duty must be 
aired in accordance with the tested democratic way and not by a refusal which plays 
into the hand of anti-Christian forces."
